“This is my Jedzer,”’ he said, ** My first 
business training was in keeping a ledger. 
It was at the time when [ begin to spend 
wy first earnings in my first struggles to 
geta fortune. It was avery bard struggle. 
Io after years [ found it. I kept it more 
than 42 years ago. In deciphering some 
writing on the back of it here, I see that I 
called it ‘ Ledger A.’ I place great value 
upon this little book,’’ 

Mr. Rockefeller’s hands tiembled as he 
turned the pages of the little volume which 
he had taken from a big envelope in his 
inside pocket. 

“It was important to me to be particu- 
lar at that time ab ut items of receipts and 
disbursement,” he continued. ‘*I hope 
you young men areal! careful. I believe it 
is a religious duty to get all the money you 
can get, get it fairly, religiously aod 
honestly—and give away all you can.

** Two days ago I had a talk with a carpen- 
ter who was going to make a building com- 
fortable where help were going to sleep. 

“Why,” he said, “the carpanter’s sug- 
gestion made me thiuk of my own expe- 
riences when sleeping under the roof. I 
know that I heard the rain fall, and when 
I looked up I could see the shingles, and in 
one place a big crack through which the 
sky was visible.

“I think I was better for that sort of 
experience and my kead is fall of sadness 
as I contemplate the condition of a number 
of young fellows that I know in this city.

In each case the advocates of 
progress have had tocontend not merely 
with the conservatism of men, but w

the indifference of women, and with active | 


opposition from some of them. 

This bas Leld true in regard to the 
admission of women to every new occupa- 
tion and profession, in regard to improved 
property laws, and to higher education. 

When a man in Saco, Maine, first 
employed a saleswowan, the men boycotted 
bis store, and the women remonstrated 
with him on the sin of placing a young 
woman in a position of such ** publicity.” 
When Lucy Stone sought to secure for 
married women the right to their own 
property, women asked with scorn, ** Do 
you think I would give myself where I 
would not give my property?” When 
Etigabeth Blackwell began to study medi 
cine, the women at her boarding-house 
refused to speak to her, and women passing 
heron the streets would hold their skirts 
aside so as not to touch her, and greet her 
with insulting remarks, I is a matter of 
history with what ridicule and opposition 
Mary Lyon’s first efforts for the education 
of women were received, not only by the 
mass of men, but by the mass of women as 
well. In Eogland, when the Oxford 
examinations were thrown open to women, 
the Dean of Chichester preached a sermon 
against it, in which he said: ‘* By the 
sex at large, certainly, the new curriculum 
is not asked for. I have ascertained, by 
extended inquiry among gentlewomen; 
that, with true feminine instinct, they 
either entirely distrust, or else look with 
downright disfavor on so wild an innova- 
tion and interference with the best tradi 
tions of their sex.” 

In Eastern countries, where women are 
shut up in zenanas and forbidden to walk 
the streets unveiled, the women themselves 
are among the strongest upholders of these 
traditional restrictions, which they have 
been taught to think add to their dignity. 
The Chinese lady is as proud of her small 
feet as any American ‘‘anti"’ is of her 
political disabilities. Pundita Ramabai 
tells us that the idea of female education is 
so unpopular with the majority of Hiadvoo 
women that when a progressive Hindoo 
proposes to educate his little daughter, it is 
not uncommon for the women of his family 
to threaten to drown themselves. 

All this merely shows that human nature 
is conservative, and that it is fully as con- 
servative in women asin men. Women as 
asex sre pot belligerent, and under what- 


ever conditions of injustice or hardship} 


they bave been placed, the majority of 
them have never protested, 

Many changes for the better have been 
made during the last half century in the 
laws, written and unwritten, relating to 
women. Everybody approves of these 
changes now, because they have become 
accomplished facts. 
would have been made to this day, if it had 
been necessary to wait till the majority of 
women asked for it. The 
under discussion is to be judged on its 
merits. In the light of history, the in- 
difference of most women and the opposi- 
tion of a few must be taken as a matter of 
course. It has no more rational signifi- 
cance now than it has had in regard to 
each previous step of woman's progress.

On Thursday forenoon the convention

Before the jetties were built the chan- 
nel had but some 12 to 15 feet of water, 
owing to sandbars. But afterward the 
sand bars were removed by dredging, the 
current of the water running in and out of 
Galveston bay, has increased the depth to 
some 25 feet, making an excellent harbor. 
A railroad was built upon the 
granite walls as fast as they were extended 
trom the shore, and hugh blocks of grauite 
were carried out on cars and placed in the 
water to form the jetties. The credit for the 
scheme is due Captain Eads, who already 
bad attained great fame for the jetties at 
the mouth of the Mississippi river, and his 
great bridge across the river at St. Louis, 
In passing down the harbor by the life 
saving station, a life-boat with six men in 
it pulled leisurely out into the bay. Sud- 
denly she capsized and all hands on board 
went under. The ladies screamed, and the 
men looked grave and a little scared. In 
& moment, however, six heads bobbed up 
serenely and then it was observed that each 
wore a cork belt.

The boat lay bottom up. 
The men climbed up on top of her, seized 
the ropes on one side and, dropping back 
into the water, with a pull, brought the 
boat right side up.

the harbor the day befure, to receive an 
elegant service of silver which the people 
of Texas were to present to them the next 
day.

Pruning of Flowering Shrubs, | 


In the winter season much of the pruning 
of flowering shrubs is performed, and 
usually the operation takes with it all the 
flower buds that should clothe the plant 
with amass of bloom during the spring 
and early summer. This is because 
gardners do not consider the flowering 
habits of the various shrubs with which 
they bave to deal. To prune away, in 
winter, the young wood from a weigela, 
| deutzia, mock orange, lilac or bush honey- 
suckles, takes with it all the bloom of the 
following spring. This is usually the case, 
however, when indiscriminate pruning is 
practised, 

There are very few shrubs that may be 
severely cut in winter. The hardy | 
hydrangea, althea and some smaller shrubs | 
like the hypericum, form their flower buds 
on the young growth made the summer 
of the same year they bloom; nearly all 
other shrubs make their flower buds on 
the young growth made the season pre- 
vious to their expanding. The proper 
system of pruning is one that will induce 
an abundance of young wood, and this can 
only be accomplished by the trimming out 
of much of the two-year-old growth,—that 
which has already flowered,—cutting out 
the old shoots close to the ground, so that 
the new growth will push out from the root 
of the plant. If the bush made as strong 
and rank a growth, a moderate amount of 
pruning in winter will not lesson the bloom 
to any extent, especially as the extreme 
ends of the young wood do not flower. 

Summer pruning of flowering shrubs is 
practised by some gardeners with success, 
after the plants have been blooming, but 
in this case it must be done with great 
care, as the cutting away of much wood 
when in full leaf tends to weaken the 
plant, while the object to be gained is to 
foster a strong and vigorous growth. It is 
an excellent time, however, for a moderate 
pruning —Thomas Meehan

Visit to Mexico, 


LETTER NO. V. 


Before leaving Galveston on Friday, 
Feb. 19th, most of the editors in our cars 
laid ina guod supply of can goods, soda 
biscuit, cookies, jellies, tea, fruit etc., also 
small alcohol lamps. They took this pre- 
caution before going into Mexico, as we 
were told that the food there was not very 
palatable, and also because we had found it 
very difficult often to get food of any kind 
when traveling on a long journey. 

We left Galveston at 10 p. ou. for Hous- 
ton, about 50 miles away, and from there 
by the Sunset route to San Antonio, 260 
miles more. Southern Pacific has an ex- 
cellent road bed and we rolled along so 
smoothly that all enjoyed a good night's 
rest. 

We arrived at the historical city of San 
Antonio about S$ A. M., and found it quite 
a pleasant place of about 50,000 inhabit- 
ants. The weather was warm and mild, 
and the plaza, near the beautiful hotel 
where we stopped, looked very attractive. 

But this ground hasa history. Texas 
was first settled by the French in 1886, un- 
der LaSalle. The Spaniards came here 
on the banks of the Rio Grande in 1703, 
and the intrigues and jealousies between 
France and Spain were long continued. 
Spain established her missions all about 
this territory and the buildings were strong- 
ly built to withstand the attacks of the 
Indians and thus afford shelter for the 
settlers and their friends. The most cele- 
brated of all the missions was the Alamo, 
which was one of the first places we 
visited. A feeling of awe and reverence 
steals over one as he enters, The story of 
the battle is familiar and will bear repeat- 
ing again and again. 

It was in February 1830, in the struggle 
of the Texans for their independence from 
Mexico that Col. W. P. Travis, command- 
ing the forces at San Antonio, found him- 
self confronted with 5000 Mexicans under 
Santa Anna. The Alamo an old 
mission, converted into a fort, and at that 
time comprised a stockade surrounded by 
a high wall as well as the fort proper.

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Forty Years a Teacher. 


It was forty years ago Wednesday that 
Miss Emeline A. Newcomb began her 
service as a teacher in the Willard school 
and all through these long years she has 
served the School Committee faithfully, 
and to their entire satisfaction. 

Miss Newcomb was elected at a meeting 
of the School Committee held on the night 
of March 16, 1857. She was recommended 
by Mr. George H. Locke, the special com- 
mittee appointed to secure a teacher for 


the West District school, and was first} 


assigned to the second grade which she 
taught for a number of years and was 
afterward transferred to the fourth grade 
of the school of which she is now teaching. 

Miss Newcomb is well known to the 
citizens of West Quincy many of whom 
were her pupils. She was born in Quincy 
and educated in our public schools and was 
a pupil of the High school when elected a 
teacher. She left the High school at the 
close of the winter term of 1857 and com- 
menced her duties as a teacher at the be- 
ginning of the spring term April 7, 1857. 

At that time there were 1240 pupils en- 
rolled in the Quincy schools who were 
taught by 21 teachers. Quincy has grown 
rapidly during these years especially in the 
Willard. Nowthe number of pupils en 
rolled in Quincy is 3900 and the number of 
teachers 110. 

Miss Newcomb was one who took 
naturally to teaching, as well as one whom 
all her pupils loved and respected, and of 
the hundreds or perhaps thousands who 
received their first step in education from 
her, there are none now living who cannot 
recall some pleasant memory of her, with 
whom some of their happiest hours have 
been passed, 

It must be with thoughts of satisfaction 
that Miss Newcomb locks back upon the 
years that have passed and realizes the im- 
portant part that she has taken in the 
education of many of those who now com- 
pose the citizens of that part of Quincy 
known as West Quincy, and they cer- 
tainly have many congratulations for Miss 
Newcomb as well as many wishes for 
future success, health and happiness. 

Forty years is a very, very long time of 
service at teaching and it is more remarka- 
ble in one school, as has been Miss New- 
comb’s case, but Quincy has other 
teacher who has taught in one school 42 
years, and another who has taught 32 years,

Councilman Bryant was sorry to disagree 
with bis colleague but regarded it as all 
important that the hose carriage should 
reach the fire at the earliest possible 
moment, It was easy enough to get help 
at fires. Wollaston has one of the largest 
risks in the city. Quiney had been lucky 
but contlagration was liable to come at any 
time, Then nothing would be too good. 

Councilman Nickerson said men gener- 
ally get to fires before the apparatus, and 
he favored permanent men and borses, 

Councilmen Little and Sprague favored 
permanent men. 

Councilman Phillips did not see the con- 
sistency between the recommendation of 
the Chief in 1896 and 1897 as far as Quincy 
Point was concerned, 

Councilman Edwards favored permanent 
men, and was opposed to cutting down the 
force. 

Councilman McGrath boped the Council 
would mot lose sight of the fact that the 
Committee on Fire Department had at the 
outset cut down the recommendation of 
the Chief over one-half. What he originally 
wanted would have cost $4000, He did 
not believe there should be a further 
reduction, 

The question came on the amendment 
which was lost. The order as first re- 
ported then took its second reading and 
was passed to be ordained by a vote of 
16 to 7 on roll call, the vote of the presiding 
officer being necessary to make the two- 
thirds.

Senators and representatives of the 
legislature cannot perform a nobler act 
than to vote for the libe! law drawn up by 
the publishers of daily and weekly papers 
for the protection of all concerned, and 
thereby removing from the statute book 
an old and barbarous law which causes 
trouble by its presence on the book. The 
Massachusetts publishers ask for nothing 
but what is right and just, and considering 
the work they have done for others, there 
should be no hesitancy in voting unavi- 
mously for this new law. 

The only ones who stand in the way 
of the unanimous passage of this new law, 
are members of the legal profession, who 
have in the old law a splendid chance to 
reap where they have not sown—that is, 
often springing a libel suit upon unsuspect 
ing publishers, when not the slightest 
sense of justice permits it. The new law 
protects not only the publishers but the 
public, wherein all yellow journalism is 
excluded, using the same space for what is 
right, clean and pure. The bill is now in 
the bands of the judiciary committee, and 
should pass.—Randolph Register.

LETTER NO. VI. 


The editorial excursionists arrived at 
Eagle Pass, before daylight on Sunday 


morning, Feb, 2ist, 167 miles from San 


Antonio, After waiting a few hours, as 


it was not allowable, under the customs, to 
enter Mexico at this point 
v'clock, we crossed the Rio Grande, which 


until seven 


was very low, and soon stopped at Ciudad 
Porfirio Diaz, (city of the President.) 
As the train pulled into the station 


strains of music were heard and a band 


was seen on the platform. The Mayor, 


City Clerk, and other officials were there to 


welcome us; and the Mayor made an ad- 


dress which was responded to by one of 
the editors, 


Daring the next half hour about $6,000 
were exchanged by our party for Mexican 


silver dollars, which are about the same 
size as Uncle Sam’s silver dollar, and it is 
said contains more silver; but one of ours 
is worth two of theirs; but the Mexican 
broker who shipped the dollars from the 
mint, to the border line wants something 
for his trouble; so that we received only 
$19.50 for ten dollars of American money, 
either gold, silver or bills; one was as 
good for an exchange as the other. 
of the editors took some gold with them 
thinking that it would be more valuable, 
and easier to get exchanged but it did not 
prove so.

The Mexican paper money is very much 


like ours, although the bills are somewhat 
smaller. 
bills would be much better than a pocket

The American soon becomes 
accustomed fo handling the Mexican 
money, because it is so much like ours. 
There are money changers in most Mexi- 
can towns of any size, where Mexican 
money can be bought with U. S, money, 
but the rate of exchange is not always the 
same. 

Some of the editors took New York 
drafts because they had been told that 
these would command par or a premium 
but it was not so. On the coutrary, it was 
a great disadvantage, as it was difficult to 
get the banks toexchange them for Mexi- 
can money. 

In the hotel yard, near the depot at Diaz, 
there were peach trees in blossom, (middle 
of February,) quite a contrast from the 
snow banks in New Eogland. We founda 
very good breakfast at the hotel for one 
Mexican dollar, which we thought cheap 
enougbh,—equal to fifty cents American 
money. 

Diaz is the gateway to Mexico by the 
Mexican [International Railroad. The 
original name was Predros Negrias, but 
was changed in honor of the President of 
the Republic. It is the nearest station to 
the large cities of the United States and the 
custom duties at this point are very large. 
We met the custom house officer here and 
with that graciousness which seems to be a 
part of the Spanish character when they 
are treating with their guests, he declined 
to search our baggage, trusting to our 
honor that we would not carry apy contra- 
band goods into Mexico. It is needless to 
add that we did not betray his trust. 

It was a warm, pleasant Sunday morning 
when we left Diaz for our glorious trip 
through Mexico, but there were no out- 
ward signs that would have told us what 
day it was. Allday long our train sped 
through one of the most barren regions we 
had seen on the trip. Dry and sandy—al- 
most a desert—and the heat was intense. 
The thermometer registered 95 at 1 o'clock. 
It had not rained since last October and

It neverrains during the winter months, 
and usually only between April and 
October; then nearly every day. 

We had rode but a few miles before we 
noticed the great difference between the 
soil here and the rich ranches in Texas, 
Very few people, huts, or adobe houses 
were in sight. No visible crops, no water 
to be seen, and vegetation consisted wholly 
of the mesquite, sage bush, cacti and 
bayonet palms. 

There were various kinds of dwellings, 
but the most of them were very cheap. 
The more common were the flat-roofed, 
one-story adobe houses, without windows, 
or any attempt at architectural desigo. 
They are simply big hollow boxes, say 
twelve feet high with rooms from twelve to 
fifteen feet square. The larger houses 
have two or three rooms, separated by 
massive adobe walls with well-rounded 
archways. The floors are natural earth. 
Fire for cooking is built on the ground, in 
the midst of the kitchen, and the smoke 
wanders about the ceiling in quest of the 
chimney hole, in such homes as have so 
modern an improvement as a chimney, and 
in other cases, it fiually curls out of the 
one doorway. Such is the home of the 
well todo, This is almost Mexican luxury 
for a common dweller in the rural parts, 

The furniture — well, the inhabitants 


probably would not wish to be burdened 


with a superabundance of it, A mat on 


the cool earth floor serves for a bed, a flat 
piece of earthen-ware with slight pro- 
jections at the corners on which it stands, 
serves as a kneading board, and a shallow 
vessel resting on four bricks or stones over 
a little charcoal or mesquite brush fire, 
serves for a cooking stove,

At Sabinas, 72 miles from Diaz, an added 
feature of interest was found In the 
presence of a guard of nine * Rurales’’ of 
the unique band of national detectives or 
guards which has no parallel in any other 
country. There are only two hundred 
* Rurales”’ in Mexico, but they have proved 
to be such good shots, such effective death- 
deaiers to outlaws, that within only about 
eight years they have either killed or tamed 
the bandit hordes which hitherto had terror- 
ized the entire country. 

To President Diaz is due the credit of 


conceiving and inaugurating such a band 
as the “* Rurales,”’ 
of outlaws,

Bujfalo Bugs. 


** The carpets are literally eaten up with 
the bugs.’’ So said the head carpet- 
woman to the head matron, of the carpets 


in one of the college dormitories, 


And every two years the carpet women, 


four of them, mended and darned and 
patched for two weeks, at an average wage 
of a dollar a day each and ‘all found,’ and 
betweenwhile thousands of buffalo bugs 
feasted and fattened on the twenty-two 
carpets,

That may be, 
but if any one has buffalo bugs it is worth 
while to try the alum water treatment. 


Flower Seed. 


Some seeds take longer than others to 
germinate—for instance, hollyhocks, mari- 
golds, gillyflowers, rose of heaven, zinnias, 
come up in fromthree to five days, if all 
circumstances are favorable—that is, if it 
is warm, moist and sunny enough, Asters, 
single dablias, sunflowers, cornflowers, 
mignonette, morning glory, coreopsis, 
picotee pinks, waliflowers, sweet Williams, 
and by far the greater number of annuals 
appear in from five to seven days, balsams, 
pansies, begonias, poppies, verbena, 
Drummond’s phlox and many others in 
from eight to ten days, columbines, phlox, 
arlemesia, feverfew, etc., in from ten to 
twelve days, forgetmenots, petunia, nic- 
otiana in from twelve to fifteen days, 
others in from sixteen to twenty days, 
Clematis, perennial phlox and larkspurs 
take from 20 to 35 days to germinate—

ATLANTIC. 


Quite a change has been made around 
the Atlantic station the past week. Work- 
men have taken away the waiting shed on 
the right coming out and the whole bank 
has been newly sodded making quite an 
improvement.

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, April 14, 1897. 

The development of the debate over the 
appropriation of $800,000 for state high- 
ways was the growing popularity of this 
form of state expense. There was much 
eloquent opposition, especially cn the part 
of Edward L. Pierce of Milton and Mr. 
Washburn of Worcester. They could not 
look upon the immense sum of money 
without a firm conviction that it was very 
badly spent. But the people of the state 
have a taste of what good roads really 
mean, The short bits which have been 
built in many parts of the state by the 
highway commission, in accordance with 
their original plan, have proved to the peo- 
ple how much better such roads are than 
the old fashioned roads to which they have 
been accustomed since the country was 
settled. It was like arguing against the 
wind to try to resist this feeling on the 
part of the people. When the vote was 
taken on making the sum $800,000, there 
were 128 yeas and only 24 nays, The op- 
position could not get a roll-call, It is said 
that the real inwardness of the bill is the 
influence of the bicyclists for smooth roads 
but that is not the whole case by any 
means. It is true that the highway com- 
mission owes its existence today to the 
bicycle men, but the people who use the 
highways for transportation have learned 
that good roads are much more economical! 
than poor ones and there seems no doubt 
that the enterprise has come to stay, even 
if it does saddle upon the state an expense 
of $20,000,000, as Mr. Pierce charged. 

In order to provide for the proper repre- 
sentation of the state, at the inaugura- 
tion of the Grant monument in New York 
on April 27, there has been passed an ap- 
propriation of $17,500 for the governor, 
a detail of his staff, the first corps of 
cadets and an entire regiment of the 
militia. The second has been selected by 
him. There was no opposition to the ap- 
propriation, 

While there is much indignation on the 
part of some members of the legislature, 
as well as of the outside public, with the 
managment of the Benefit Life Association, 
there seems to be no reason to doubt that 
the adverse report of the insurance com 
mittee will be accepted on compelling the 
investigating commission to close up and 
report within 30 days. It is also likely that 
the legislature will pass the bill to provide 
for the payment of the investigation by 
the association itself. Of course, the pub-

Sewer and Houses. 


Some recent comparative analyses, made 
at Dundee, Scotland, of the air of sewers 
and that of the close rooms of some of the 
well-inhabited houses of the city, turned 
out to the advantage of the sewers.

Minot’s Ledge Lighthouse. 
' _ 

The first lighthouse on Minot’s Ledge 
was built in 1848 It wis an o’tagonal tower 
resting op the tops of eight wrought-iron 
piles eight inches in diameter and sixty 
feet high, with their bases sunk five feet in 
the rock. These piles were braced to- 
zether in many ways; and as they offered 
less surface to the waves than a solid 
structure, this lighthouse was considered 
by all authorities upon the subj-ct to be 
| exceptionally strong. 


Its great test came in April, 1851, On 
the 14th of that month, two keepers being 
in the lighthouse, an easterly gale set in, 
steadily increasing in force, People on 

| shore, and no doubt the keepers themselves, 
watched the heavy seas sweep harmlessly 

throug) the network of piles beneath the 
house, and feared no harm. Oa the 15th, 
however, the wind and sea had greatly in- 
creased, and the waves were flung higher 
and higher toward that tower in the air. 

Yet all thought they surely could not reach 

sixty feet above the ledge! 

That night was one of keen anxiety, for 
the gale still increased; and all through 
that dreadful driving storm and darkness, 
the faithful keepers were at their posts, for 

j the light burned brightly. Oo Wednesday, 

the 16h, the gale had become a hurricane; 

and when at times the tower could be seen 
through the mists and sea-drift, it seemed 
to bend tothe shock of the waves. At

down to the bath-tubs, hollowed out of the 
stone floor.

middle, instead of the reverse, as with us. 
Every little while we met droves of litt 
burros with their burdens; but we never 
saw a horse or carriage while in the city. 
Most of the Mexicans walk. 

At every turo around a corner the driver 
slacked up and blew a horn, for if any oue 
should be run over he would be held re 
sponsible. Fortunately for him, the don 
keys do not travel at such speed as to 
greatly endanger either pedestrians or the 
driver. 

Mexicans have sometimes been called 

** Greasers,"’ and they returu the compli- 
ment by calling us ** Gringoes,’’ but every 
where we go we are treated with the ut- 
most politeness and deference by the peo- 
ple. We met some American children and 
learned that eleven of them went to a pri- 
vate school here, their parents being here 
on business or for health. 
The markets contain much that is of in- 
terest to tourists. Everything is sold there; 
and even the streets, which are kept 
scrupulously clean about the market places, 
are used for the display of numerous wares. 
A blanket Is laid down on the pavement 
and under a high umbrella which is spread 
over his head, the merchant invites you to 
trade, There are stands for every sort of 
old truck as well as new, and among second 
hand nails, hinges, lamp burners and an 
infinite variety of other articles, we no- 
ticed a set of second hand false teeth. 

We visited the governor at his residence 
in the city and were received with great 
courtesy.

A short distance from Canitas the train 
ran onto a side track and then out again 
to the main line—a queer proceeding, we 
thonght, till the reason for it was given: 
The night before, a freight train had run 
over and killed a native at the switch. 
By the laws of the country the body was 
left on the track, a rude shelter built over 
it, and a messenger despatched to Zacate- 
cas, the capital of the state, (some 65 
miles distant) to inform the district judge 
and bring back the official. The messen- 
ger was conveyed by a burro, so it was 
said the remains must lie on the track 
some three days before being removed. 
The locomotive engineers, we are told, are 
very nervous over such an accident, as they 
are liable to be imprisoned. One engineer 
lay in jail eight months for a similar acci- 
dent and when released his only article of 
clothing, it is reported, was a pair of 
drawers; the jailer had stolen everything 
he had on but the drawers. 

A little farther along the train was sig- 
naled to stop, and here we found a young 
native boy with one hand badly crushed 
while coupling cars. Fortunately two doc- 
tors were in our party, and between them 
the wounds were well dressed. The ex- 
citement occasioned by this accident had 
bardly subsided ere an alarm of fire was 
given and the train stopped. The wood on 


the locomotive was ablaze, caused by 
sparks thrown out while ascending the 
grade. The “fire brigade’’ turned out, 


armed with the never-failing (?) extin- 
guishers which adorn parlor cars, Luckily 
the conflagration was not a disastrous one, 
It gave sport, anyway, for half an hour. 

The Tropic of Cancer was crossed Mon- 
day afternoon about 5.50, and in a short 
time the train arrived at Calera, 7051 feet 
above the sea. We knew we were “ pretty 
well up,’ for several of the party were 
nearly prostrated from short breathing and 
exertion therefrom. 

Tuesdsy morning came in bright and 
clear and found us drawn up at the station 
at Aguas Calientes, the first Mexican city 
of any considerable note that we had yet 
seen, The morning was one of those 
bright and beautiful ones, such as are 
peculiar to the magnificent climate of 
Mexico in winter time, Not a cloud ob- 
scures the sun from rising to setting, and 
the temperature is soft and warm as June 
with us, 

This interesting old city has a population 
of about 40,000 and has long been noted 
for its hot springs as well as for its health- 
ful climate. Its altitude of 6,260 feet gives 
it cool nights, whatever it may be at mid- 
day beneath the torrid sun, and even then 
the interior of the stone buildings have a 
refreshing coolness, The city is said to 
bave been founded in 1575 and it has an 
ancient look which bears out that state- 
ment, 

As we stepped from the train we saw op 
every hand men, women and children sell- 
ing the beautiful Mexican drawn work. 
This is the place of the whole republic in 
which to purchase it, and it forms such a 
wooderfully pretty and easily carried sou- 
venir, many of the ladies and some of the 
men, soon parted with some of their silver 
dollars, 


Everything appeared to be done in the 
slow and primitive manner of past ages. 
The energy and drive of our New England 
country was nowhere apparent. Women 
were seen engaged in weaving gingham, 
upon the old hand looms of our ancestors, 

But time did not permit us to see many 
of the wonders in this old city, aud we 
were obliged to hurry back to our train, so 
as to continue our journey farther in this 
ancient country.

Fire at Wollaston. 


The alarm from Box 52 at 3.45 Thursday 
afternoon called the department to a stub 
born fire ina cottage house on Fayette 
street owned apd occupied by Patrick 
Fitzpatrick, Fitzpatrick occupied the 
lower tenement and the upper was vacant, 

Just bow the fire started remains to be 
explained, for all Mrs. Fitzpatrick, who 
was in the house at the time, can tell, is 
that she was lying down and was aroused 
to find the room full of smoke. The fire 
then was in the rear of the upper part and 
burning briskly and when the department 
arrived bad spread through the whole of 
the upper part and was working through 
the roof. A strong wind was blowing at 
the time and it Jooked as though there was 
but little chance of saving the building. 
The steamer was located on Centra! avenue 
at the corner of Farrington street and 
supplied one powerful stream. 
Streams were also run from the hydrant at 
the corner of Central avenue and Fayette 
street and two streams from the hydrant 
on Farrington street near Elmwood avenue, 
making five in all. With these the house 
was surrounded and gallons of water were 
poured into the building. But even then 
it was a bard fight and it was nearly an 
hour before the last spark was ex- 
tinguished. The upper part of the building 
was completely gutted and the lower part 
thoroughly soaked. 

The furniture inthe house was taken 
out atthe start and piled ina heap near 
the building and as a result it got badly 
wet anu damaged, 

The fire attracted a large crowd who 
watched the progress of the flames from a 
distance. 

The loss is estimated to be $1200 on the 
house and $300 on contents. 

It is thought that the fire originated 
from a defective chimney. 


Cannons and Shells. 


As stated in Tuesday's Lepcer the 
cannons for the Grand Army lot at Mt.

For the Patriot. 
Letter from the State House. 


Boston, April 21, 1897. 

One of the new features of the state 
policy in recent years has been the employ- 
ment ofa fire marshal to investigate the 
origin of fres and to prosecute offenders. 
In the report of Commissioner Merrill 
which is made public today, isan interest- 
ing summary of the work of the new official, 
as follows: 

“Previous to the establishment of the 
office of Fire Marshal, in the reports of 
fires within this Commonwealth the origin 
of from 35 to 50 per cent. was stated to be 
upknown orincendiary. Last year this 
was reduced toa percentage of 15. Pre- 
vious to the beginning of the work of 
the Fire Marshal the proportion of 
convictions in this Commonwealth to re- 
ported incendiary and unknown firies was 
but 1 in every 100. Daring last year this 
ratio of convictions was increased tenfold. 
In the year next prior to the establish- 
ment of the above-named office 18 per 
cent. of those arrested for incendiarism 
were convicted, while in 189 the con- 
victions were 86 per cent. of the arrests. 
Of the persons convicted, one bad set eight 
fires, two had set forty fires with a loss of 
one and one-half million dollars, and one 
had set twelve fires with a loss of $100,000. 
Another had collected insurance fifteen 
times upon the same goods, It is safe to 
say that there are today in the jails of this 
Commonwealth ten times as many persons 
convicted of incendiarism as were ever 
before incarcerated for this crime in a 
single like period within the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, and it is probable 
that, of the cases in which convictions 
have been bad, ninety per cent, would 
have escaped but for the work of the office 
of the Fire Marshal. A perusal of the 
figures establishes beyond controversy the 
belief that the work of this office, if carried 
on upon tke plan heretofore adopted and 
with the experience thue gained, will be 
the means of saving hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to the people of Massachusetts in 
property which would otherwise be con- 
sumed by the depredations of scoundrels 
who for profit or for mischief engage in 
incendiarism within the borders of the 
Commonwealth.” 

The situation regarding the Massa- 
chuseits Benefit Life association has 
changed greatly in consequence of the 
action of Carrull D. Wright and Charles S. 
Hamlin, two of the new directors, At the 
first session of the committee on rules all 
but two of the members were in favor of 
granting the petition of four members of 
house for the admi-sion of a bill to restore 
the old policy-holders to their former 
status On a mutual basis, But the repre- 
sentations of Hamlin and» Wright and of 
another of the new directors, William W. 
Bullivant, of the great harm which would 
follow further agitation of the question, 
plus their assertions that they would do 
everything in their power for the protec- 
tion of the policy holders and for the in- 
fliction of justice upon the offenders in the 
past led to a complete change in the atti- 
tude of the committee, The situation was 
further revolutionized by the total change 
of front on the part of Wm. A. Simmons, 
At the first hearing he was eager for the 
iatroduction of the bill, but at the second 
hearing he agreed with the representations 
of Hamlin and Wright and thought that it 
would be best not to have further agitation, 
let the matter rest and strengthen the 
hands of the directors, was his counsel, 
He advised the new directors and said that 
the interests of the policy-bolders might be 
trusted iu their hands. ‘The consequence 
was that the petitioners for the sake of the 
old policy-holders were left nowhere and 
the adverse report of the committeee was 
accepted by the house without debate. 

A great scheme is on foot for a system of 
public docks in Boston. It is proposed to 
spend $700,000 for land at East Boston and 
South Boston upon whicb to erect long 
piers at which can be accommodated the 
largest steamers which come to this port. 
Boston has gained greatly within a few 
years ip her export trade and proposes to 
bold what she has got and gain more by 
renewed enterprise. Opposition to this 
plan is being heard and it is evident that 
the question must be debated in connection 
with the broad ground of public owner. 
ship and control of large properties, 
Municipal docks are the established thing 
in New York. Uoaless there is some sys- 
tem of pubiic control the municipal cor- 
poration is not likely to rise to the level of 
its opportunities and the people as a whole 
will fail to reap the benefit which they 
might enjoy by making the most of their 
aggregate strength, It is a broad question, 
but the tendency of the times is distinctly 
toward municipal ownersbip. 

The friends of Gen. N. P. Banks had the 
floor of the house all the forenoon of 
Wednesday upon the report of the com 
mittees on military affairs and state house, 
sitting together, that the appropriation of 
$30,000 for astatate of the general ought 
to be referred to the next legislature. The 
fact that he rose from a lowly position to 
almost the highest in the gift of the people 
was doubtless the cause of bis popularity in 
the house more than any other thing. At 
the end of the debate the house refused to 
send the resolve to the next legislature by 
vote of 45 to 136, The committee on ways 
and means has yet to pass upon the matter 
and it is not certain that the appropriation 
will pass the house and senate, Itis gen- 
erally admitted that Banks failed as a mili- 
tary commander, but his brilliancy in the 
midst of great obstacles has made him much 
of a pupular hero, The appropriation was 
opposed onthe ground that the time has 
uot arrived yet to decide which of the 
Massachusetts generals in the civil war 
shall be honored by a statue and that there 
is no possible occasion for baste in the 
matter, 

The senaie committce on ways and 
means has reported favorably on the large 
appropriation of $800,000 for state bigh- 
ways and with this substantial backing for 
a bill which has already passed the house, 
and with the known favor with which the 
governor looks upon state roads, it looks 
as if the appropriation would get through. 

There has been reported to the senate a 
bill for the creation of a commission to 
investigate into the merits of different 
voting machines. This grows out of favor 
which the state has shown tothe McTam- 
many voting machine. The bill was re- 
ported by the close vote of six to five, so 
well had the McTammany men worked 
their case to give him his exclusive right 
to the use of a voting machine in the state. 
The bill seems to be an eminently fair pro- 
vision fora competent commission to se- 
cure a machine which will accomplish good 
results and not be liable to the troubles 
which have been found in the McTammany 
machine.

A few years ago 
farmers in the northwest found a new 
weed, a vile prickly weed, in their wheat- 
fields. Ina very short time this weed, the 
Russian thistle, has spread over wide acres 
of the best farm Jand in that part of the 
country, and has done great injury to the 
crops. 

How do these plants spread so fast and 
so far? They are not carried about 
aud planted. No one would be so foolish 
as to sow Russian thistles. The mother- 


plant must have ways of her own 
for sending her offspring abroad into 
the world, Plants propogate them- 


selves in two ways, from seed or from 
buds. Sometimes these buds are borne on 
slender runners. A strawberry plant, after 
it has blossomed, begins to send out such 
runners, with buds, unfolding tufis of 
leaves, along them. These tufts are at first 
connected with the parent plant, but later 
the runners between break away, and each 
tuft becomes a new plant. Many grasses, 
like Bermuda grass and the troublesome 
quick or couch grass, have creeping stems, 
each joint sending out a bunch of roots be- 
low and a bud on the upper side. If you 
try to hoe up such grasses, you only make 
matters worse, for each joint when cut off 
is ready to fourm an independent plant. 
Such grasses spread very fast, and soon 
take possession of the land they get into. 
—St Nicholas.

“lis extreme fondness for taking prisoners 
was wanifested in every battle he fought. 
When word was brought to him of a suc- 
cess on any part of the line, bis first and 
most eager question was always, ** Have 
any prisoners been taken 2?’ The love for 
capturing prisoners amounted to a passion 
with him. It did not seem to arise from 
the fact that they ad ‘ed so larg-ly to the 
tropbies of battle, and was no doubt 
chiefly due to his tenderness of heart, 
which prompted him to feel that it was 
a'ways more humaue to reduce the 
enemy’s strength by captures than by 
slaughter. His desire in this respect was 
amply gratified, for during the war it fell 
to his lotto capture a larger number of 
prisoners than any general of modern 
times.—Century.

RaApDIsHES. A little while before using 
put them in ice water. To prepare them 
for the table cut off the leaves, cut the red 
part into petals, in order to have them 
look like a rose, put them into a small, 
fancy cut glass dish with pieces of cracked 
ice and serve, 


Carrots In CREAM. Wash and scrape 
the carrots, Jet them boil fifteen minutes, 
then drain off the water, cut them in thin 
slices, add boiling milk to cover them 
nicely, put ina generous lump of butter, 
and use pepper to taste. Just before 
serving, add salt to taste. After draining 


l off the water, slice them jin the stew pan, 


so they will not become cold before the 
milk is added. They should cook at least 
fifteen minutes in the milk, and great care 
should be used to keep them from be- 
coming burned. 


A Porato Cuowber is an appetizing 
dish. Three large potatoes, one-half an 
onion, one pint milk, one-balf tablespoon- 
ful butter, one inch cube of salt pork. Cut 
the pork into pieces and fry, adding sliced 
onion and potatoes; cover with boiling 
water and cook until potatoes are soft. 
Add the milk, scalded, and season with 
pepper and celery salt. Thicken with one 
teaspoonful flour wet and rubbed smooth 
with a little cold water. Serve at once, 
hot, with crackers. 


Ham Sanpwicues. Chop two table- 
spoonfuls of coid bam very fine, reduce the 
yolk of one hard-bviled egg to powder, 
add a dash of catsup, pepper, salt, and the 
merest hint of onion juice. Mix all the 
ingredients into a paste, with the white of 
an egg chopped coursely and sprinkled in. 
This is enough for three sandwiches.

Tortillas, the Mexi- 
can staff of life, are in size and shape like 
a griddle cake, and one can see the process 
of making them anywhere, as women sit at 
the door of their houses, in the markets 
and on the sidewalks, making and cooking 
them. Outdoor cooking is a common 
practice and as large shallow basins of 
iron, in which charcoal is burned are 
much used for stoves, itis an easy matter 
to place them where ever it is convenient, 
Tortillas are made from whole corn, par- 
boiled, then ground to a paste by a rough 
stone in shape not unlike a rolling pin, on 
another stone which is also rough and 
concave, This paste is formed into cakes 
by the hands and fried. 

Aguas Calientes being the first city of 
any size that we visited there was much 
of novelty in everything, There were large 
markets and elegant churches with fine old 
paintings. It was said that one of the 
churches of this city possessed the best 
paintings of the Stations of the Cross to be 
found in the Republic. 

Adjoining one of the public buildings 
which we visited was a school into which 
we were invited. There were about a hun- 
dred boys, all reading aloud as we entered. 
The instructor who welcomed us told us 
that this was the only school in the city 
where English was taught. Most of the 
schools are supported by private enterprise, 
the government providing only seven 
schools in this city of 40,000 inhabitants.

who think that their glasses only need an 
oceasionai wiping. Now, the fact is, 
glasses require actual baths as frequently 
as does the ordinary person. The process 
is as simple as you want to make it, My 
plan, however, is to take the glasses to a 
wash-bowl and give them a good soaking 
in warm water, Then apply soap freely 
and rub it off by the use of a soft tooth or 
nail brush, After that give them a polish 
with any of the usual tooth powders, and 
then clean them with the tissue paper, 
which is much better for the purpose than 
chamois skin or anything else that I know 
of. 

“The ordinary cleansing is all right as 
far as it goes, but it is not sufficient. 
Many a person has done great injury to 
their eyes by neglecting to properly clean 
their glasses. I have had a number of 
patients come to me with complaints about 
what they called gradual diminution of 
their sight. An examination revealed the 
fact that it was wonderful that they could 
see at all, for their glayses were gummed 
over and had been fearfully neglected. 
A little soap and water, to which a few 
drops of ammonia were added, did the 
business, Some time ago a friend of mine, 
a surgeon, who makes a specialty of the 
ear, told me that there were more ear 
troubles in consequence of dirt in the ear 
than from all other causes combined.” 


The Color of Water. 

The fact is generally known that pure 
waler appears blue when light is trans- 
mitted through a sufficient thickness of it, 
and when opaque particles are suspended 
in it the hue of the water is greenish. But 
while pure water looks blue when light 
passes freely through it, yet when it is con- 
tained in a deep, opaque receptacle, like 
the basin of a lake or the ocean, it ought 
to absorb all light and look black. Ex- 
perience shows, however, that the deepest 
parts of the Mediterranean, for instance, 
appear not black, but intensely blue. This 
has been supposed to have been caused by 
minute particles held in suspension, but 
the recent experiments of Professor Spring 
at Liege suggests a different explanation. 
He has found that warmer currents pass- 
ing through pure water interrupt its trans- 
parency, even when the difference in tem- 
perature is very slight. Such currents 
may cause deep water to appear blue by 
reflecting light back from its depths 
through the transparent layers above. 
This, it is suggested, explains the fact that 
fresh water lakes are more transparent in 
winter than in summer, because in winter 
currents of heated water are not traver- 
sing them. Even the shadow of a moun- 
tain falling on a lake may increase the 
transparency of the water by cooling the 
surface.— Youth's Companion. 


His Bearing:. 


An amusing incident occurred in the 
hearing of a collision case in the admiralty 
court, before Sir Francis Jeune and Trinity 
House assessors. A typical old salt, with 
only one eye, got along quite satisfactorily 
with his examination in chief, but was 
rather nonplussed when the opposing 
counsel began to cast some doubts upon 
his evidence. The old tar got over the 
first three or four questions safely, but his 
wrath rose as the cross examination pro- 
ceeded. At length he could restrain the 
full gale of indignation no longer, and 
buttoning his jacket tightly he leaned over 
the rails of the witness box and cried:; 

“*T beg your pardon, but who might you 

be mister?” The court roared with 
laughter in which the president and asses- 
sors heartily joined. 
The counsel replied: ‘Ob, [I'm against 
you."’ At this admission the sailor seemed 
much relieved and remarked: ‘Oh, 1 see, 
Now I know my bearings and must steer 
accordingly.”

Commissioner Knowlton is a very busy 
man just at present and there is no ward 
in the city that is not receiving his 
attention. On account of the limited 
amount of money which he has at his 
command not as much is being done 
perhaps as many would like but the worst 
places in our streets are receiving attention. 
Besides the several streets, where repairs 
have been made of which mention has 
been made, Quincy street between Pleasant 
and Marsh street has received a coat of 
gravel dressing. 

The entrance into Granite street from 
Hancock street has been improved by the 
laying of new curbing on both sides as far 
as the bridge, and the street is now being 
resurfaced. 

On Quarry street at its entrance a much 
needed improvement is being made by 
putting on acoatof granite chips which 
are bound by clay and the whole rolled 
down bard. On Garfield street the side- 
walk curbing, which has long been twisted 
and out of shape is being straightened and 
the sidewalk filled up. 

On Willard street near the corner of 
Robertson street a drain and catch basin are 
being put in to carry off the surface water. 

That part of Grove street near Bryant 
avenue, which has always been a damp 
muddy place all the year, has been filled 
with gravel and the people in that vicin- 
ity are happy. 

Beach street, Wollaston, has had its 
grade raised by gravel and the holes on 
Beale street have been filled. 

On Hancock street near the corner of 
Aulntic street isa drain which ran under 
and across Hancock street. This drain 
had become clogged which makes the 
water in the field become offensive, and 
here the Commissioner has a gang of men 
at work digging up that drain to repair it. 

There is also a gang of men at work 
grading the Gridley Bryant school lot. 

The Commissioner has done some work 
on Independence avenue and Centre street 
which at present is not an improvemeat. 
Whether it is contemplated to do more is 
unknown but people are kicking vigorous- 
ly. One gentlemen brought to the Lep@ER 
office Thursday several good sized stone 
chips, one weighing ten pounds, and says 
the streets are strewn with these, so that 
passage over the street is dangerous even 
when extra caution is used. If it is the in- 
tention tu cover the chips it should have 
been done long ago. Centre street between 


Liberty street and Braintree is particularly 
bad.

Independence avenue, 175 feet of six 
inch. 

The board also voted to put in hydrants 
as follows: one four-way on Hancock 
street opposite J. RK. Wild’s carriage 
manufactory; one four-way on Temple 
street near McGovern Bros,’ store; one 
four way on Beale street near the Wollas- 
ton hotel; one three-way on Sumner street 
near the Quincy Shoe Co. factory. 

It was also voted to shut the water off 
from all premises where the water rates 
remain unpaid May 1.

Unity Club. 


So far as last week’s programme goes 
it marks the completion of the study of 
French history and biography which the 
Unity Club of Wollaston has been pur- 
suing the past winter. The‘ meeting was 
in charge of Mr. Charles E Finch, Jr., the 
master of the Wollaston school. 

Mr. Frederic Allison Tupper read the 
opening paper ‘‘ Modern Education in 
France.” It was intensely interesting, 
Mr. Tupper telling the story,—it was 
written in such a bright, breezy style that 
it came more under the caption of a story 
rather than an essay—of the great national 
organization which Napoleon I established 
under the name of the University of 
France, which embraced all branches of 
publicinstruction, the government having 
adirect and supreme control over public 
instruction through ihe instrumentality of 
this institution. 

The Rev. James E Bag'ey followed with 
a paper showing great depth of thought 
upon Joseph Ernest Renau, the French 
orientalist, tracing his life from his birth 
in 18238 to his death in 1s2. 

The closivg paper was upon “ Paris, 
ancient and moderr,” by Mr. John O, 
Hall, Jr, of Quincy. Mr. Hall's paper 
dwelt chiefly upon the history of Paris as

Visit to Mexico. 


LETTER NO. IX. 


Ono Tuesday afternoon, Feb. 23, the 
editors and their ladies left the quaint and 
interesting city of Agnus Calentes, to visit 
other noted places. Mexico is more at- 
tractive the farther south one goes. We 
passed large farms or flelds of century, or 
maguey plant, as it is called there; which 
the Mexicans make considerable use of. 
We saw the natives busily engaged in 
plowing, using a straight stick of wood for 
a plough; and ox carts with plank wheels. 
The soil appeared more fertile, and was 
being watered in some places with water 
drawn by means of well sweeps as used 
north many years ago. 

The pepper tree adds its rich green 
foliage to the view. They were the largest 
trees we had seen in Mexico, and their 
foliage soft as willows. 

At Leon, a rich farming district, there 
was a wealthy widow, Madame Gonzales. 
We stopped a few minutes and she drove 
upin a handsome carriage, drawn by a 
noble span of horses. Infact, it was! the 
only carriage we had seen since leaving 
Texas; in two days’ ride in Mexico. 

Lenora Gonzales was the widow of a 
rich miner, and her farm, or haciendas as 
it is called, extends along by the railroad 
for fifty miles, Her land is all irrigated 
and the crops are assured before the seed 
is sown, for unless the rainy season has 
filled her reservoirs, the 
sown. 

When her carriage stopped by the 
station, Col. Wolfe Londoner, the only 
editor in our party who could talk 
Spanish, stepped up to ber equipage and 
entered into conversation.

As on we went, our train continued to 
pass large plantations of the maguey or 
century plant, cultivated both for its juice 
and for its fibre. From the juice is made 
pulque by fermentation and from this is 
distilled mescal and tequilla. Mats are 
woven from the leaves dried and cut ip 
strips, on which the people sleep and which 
are used for shelter from the sun. Sacks 
are made for the transportation of 
produce and in large ones the very poor 
are carried on the back of an Indian to the 
place of burial. Thatch for roofs of huts 
is made from the leaves cut and split to 
convenient lengths and thickness, They 
also furnish materia! for hastote 
thread 
and ti 
needle, 2: pes & 
fibres ana | ‘ & 
in progress, & boy doing the twisting by 
drawing bis band quickly across the bulb 
of the spindle to which the end of the 
cord was attached. 

The juice of the plant is gathered from 
hollows cut in the plant by sucking it up 
into long tubes. The pulque is the na- 
tional drink and is sold at the stations in 
cups full which tourist have generally suf- 
ficient curiosity to taste, but rarely more. 
It looks somewhat like buttermilk and 
tastes like—pulque. It is sold in the 
saloons as beer is here. It is said to be 
considered useless when it is a day old. 
In collecting the juice of maguey plant the 
native carries a pigskin slung from his 
shoulder, the pigskin making a light, tight 
and convenient for this and 
other liquids. 

We continued our journey until night 
fall when we stopped at Silao, (pronounced 
See-low,) founded in 1553. 
from Agnus Calentes, and is the head- 
quarters for the Mexican division of the 
Mexican Central Railway, at an elevation 
of about 6,000 feet. The population is 
about 15,000. It is in the midst of a 
fertile valley and near the silvery hills of 
Guanajuato, Pronounced as if spelled 
** Wan-a-wab-to.”” 

The railway shops and the branch line 
to Guanajuato have enhanced the value of 
the place and awakened it somewhat from 
its nap of three hundred and forty odd 
years. Along the open space near the 
station some hundreds of young trees have 
just been set, making the first semblence 
of any attempt at a grove since we had in- 
vaded Mexico, 

Oo the further side of the plaza was a 
fine old residence, now a hotel, with a few 
fine trees in front including an orange tree 
in blossom, 

Though somewhat fatigued with the 
sight-seeing for the day, quite a number of 
our party took occasion to go up into town 
in the evening. It is worth one’s while to 
wander through its narrow streets and 
visits its fine plaza and handsome churches. 
Here we were first besieged by the venders 
in opals to trade. There are mines in the 
immediate vicinity where these stones are 
procured and they may be bought in vary- 
ing qualities and at almost any price.

GoLp. old production of the world 
has been the subject of some recent in- 
vestigation by the director of the French 
mint at the request of the International 
Institute of Statistics. The report of M. 
d’Foville shows that the increase in the 
production of gold during the last half of 
the present century has been something 
enormous as compared with former periods. 
The average annual product of silver and 
gold during the 16th century be puts at 16 
million dollars, 25 million dollars in the 
17th century, and 59 million in the 18th 
century. For the first half of the 19th 
century the annual production of both 
metals averaged about 45 million dollars, 
but in the ars between 1851 and !875, 
there ti enormous increase, the 
average production being 180 million dol- 
lars, two-thirds of which was in gold, 
while in previous years the proportion as 
between gold and silver had been about 
equal, Between 189] and 1895 the gold 
prodaction increased enormously, so that 
the gold production of the world is now 
about 220 million dollars per annum with

Customs Receiprs. The scramble of 
the manufacturers of foreign countries and 
importers bere to fi!l the warehouses of 
this couvtry to overflowing with foreign 
goods hown by the fact that the cus- 
toms receipts during April were two and 
a balf times as great as those of the 
month in which McKinley was elected. 
The custom: receipts of November, 1896, 
were $9,030.385, while those of April, 1897, 
were $24,454,251. In no month since 1890 
have the customs receipts been as large as 
in that jast ended, showing that the im- 
porters are straining every nerve to fill the 
country with foreign goods prior to the 
enactment of the tariff law. It is not

Boston, May 5, 1897. 


The report of the military committee 
that the terms of the brigadier generals 
ought to be limited to seven years has had 
a quick passage through the senate. On 
the first stage there was no debate. Oa the 
second, the opposition made a stand. It 
tried to get the matter postponed, but was 
able to muster only nine votes to 21 on the 
other side, so they gave up the fight and 
the bill was passed to be engrossed. The 
brigadiers are supposed to be opposed to the 
limit of term and it will be strange if 
there is not strenuous opposition in the 
house to the passage of the bill. 

The Curtis element in Boston abandoned 
their opposition to the separate-institutions 
bill when it bad passed the house, for they 
did not undertake to contest its passage in 
the senate. It is reported that they found 
that they had only one’sure vote on their 
side, while there were 38 sure against them. 
No wonder that they found that the better 
part of valor was discretion and declined 
to make themselves ridiculous, 

One of the features of the house work 
has been the defeat of the bill to provide 
for the establishment of a department of 
commerce and finance in the city of 
Boston. This was to legalize and to per- 
petuate what is in operation in Boston to- 
day under the name of the mayor's 
cabinet, as it is popularly called. It has 
been found to be of excellent practical 
service to Mayor Quincy this year. Five 
of the seven members are republicans, 
though they have nothing to do with 
partisan politics, and they have helped 
materially in the administration of affairs, 
They have no vote and no responsibility. 
They are elected by the different bodies of 
business men of highest standing and they 
are practical business men themselves. But 
it was argued that the members might be 
non-residents of Boston, which would be 
a vio ation of the principles of self govern-

Sewer Work. 


The prospects are that befure many days 
bave passed active work will be com- 
menced building the sewerage system, 
which for years has been talked for Quincy, 
which is made possible by the order for 
$120,000 signed last week by Mayor 
Adams, 

The board of Sewer Commissioners held 
ameeting Saturday ev2ning to discuss in 
what manner it was best to expend the 
appropriation and it was the sentiment 
that the first work to be done would be the 
building of a portion of the main brick 
sewer from Coddington street to the pump- 
ing station, laying the foundation for the 
pumping station and laying the force main 
from the pumping station to the outlet. 

With this in view Engineer Branch is 
busy perfecting the detais and plans for 
the sections above mentioned. The section 
of the main brick sewer from Coddington 
street to the pumping station is about 5000 
feet. This will be egg shape and the size of 
the first 4000 feet will be 24 by 36 inches and 
the last 1000 feet 30 by 45 inches. The 
depth of this section will be from 10 to 35 
feet, and the ¢stimated cost $40,000 to 
$50,000 

This is by far the most expensive part, 
as the estimated cost of the main brick 
sewer from Elim street to the pumping 
station was $70,000. The estimated cost 
of the force main is $51,000. 

This work together with the work on the 
pumping station will use about all of the 
appropriation and will take some eight or 
nine months to complete, much depending 
upon the condition of the ground.

The Prize Winners. 


The judges of declamation were: Rev. 
William Gallagher, Ph. D , headmaster of 
Thayer Academy, Braintree; Horace Mann 
Willard, D. Sc., principal of Quincy Man- 
sion school, Wollaston; and Joseph M. 
Sheahan, M. D., of Quincy, They retired 


from unhealthy herds and that in one case 
43 out of 51 were condemned by the 
tuberculin test and that this result was 
confirmed by the autopsies. As five weeks 
had elapsed between the test and the kill- 
ing, in this latter case, and as the whole 
affair was under the control of men who 
are not experts and as the experts have 
not had the work done in their way, there 
is of course opportunity to dispute the 
scientific value of the test. That this will 
be the case, there can be no doubt and so 
the experiment will not have the scientific 
value which was desired by the legislature 
when it passed the resolve to provide for 
the destruction of healthy cows, 

A strong effort will be made to save 
something from tbe report of the special 
commission upon the charities and re- 
formatory institutions of the state which 
cost much time to prepare and which has 
been strongly opposed by the state board 
of Innacy and charity. The committee on 
public charitable institutions, with two 
dissenters and another in sympathy with 
them, has reported that the whole question 
should be referred to the next legislature 
because it is so late in the session. It is 
expected to save out of this adverse report 
a bill for state care of the insane by direct 
control, instead of having them under the 
control of the cities and towns, and a 
children’s bureau. The latter institution 
bas been proposed for now the third year 
and it could be established by law without 
wailing for the adoption of the other re- 
forms proposed in the report of the com- 
mission. There is sure to be a sharp 
contest over the matter, 

Still tbe wonder grows over the insurance 
situation, The commissioner came out 
hot against assessment insurance in his 
annual report. This caused so much 
adverse comment on the part of the friends 
of the Massachusetts Mutual Benefit Life 
Association that the commissioner agreed 
to modify his language before the report 
was put into the permanent edition, A 
hearing of the committee was called for 
Wednesday morning upon the report, The 
commissioner was present, as usual at the 
hearings, and said that it was customary 
to refer the report to the next legislature 
without action and that such action 
would be all right in this case. So the 
committee made that report in the after- 
noon, But it was supposed that the report 
was putin earlier than usual in order to 
get legislation, Why the change of plan ? 

The house is determined to have a 
statue of Gen. Banks, not a marble bust 
costing only $2,500 to be set up in 
Memorial hall. The committee on ways 
and means reported in favor of the latter, 
but when the debate occurred in the house, 
on Wednesday, the widow of Gen. Banks, 
his daughter, Mrs. Sterling, and other 
interested women were present in the 
members’ gallery, and doubtless that had 
something to do with the renewed elo- 
quence which was poured fourth. The 
vote for the statue in place of the bust was 
so strong that there was no need of count- 
ing it and the matter goes into the senate 
for settlement. It was not urged that 
Banks was more worthy of the honor than 
a score of other Massachusetts sons, but he 
was presented as particularly a type of the 
people of the state and so the majority was 
held strongly for him, in spite of the dis- 
proportion that may be caused in the 
perspective of history. 

Representative Newcomb of Quincy made 
a speech of considerable length in favor of 
the erection of a statue to Maj. Gen. 
Benjawin Lincoln of the war of the Revo- 
lution, He told of Gen, Lincoln’s iilustri- 
ous service to the country and of his 
worthiness to receive this high honor at 
the hands of the state. But the house 
was not favorably disposed, doubtless being 
determined to bave the Bank statue and so 
Mr. Newcomb was left in a large and

Plans for the large hall to be erected by 
the Quincy Real Estate Trust on Hancock 
street are complete, the architect being Mr.

& Co. blocks. The new building will not 
only supply the city with the much-needed 
hall but it will be a fine mercantile building 
and an ornament to the street. 

The hall will be located on the second 
floor and run parallel with the street; the 
entrance being at the north end, and tbe 
stage at the south end. There will be 
granite steps at the entrance to the lobby 
on the street floor. The lobby will be of 
good size as the ticket office is located 
here, An eight-foot stairway will lead to 
the hall above, turning to the left at the 
top very near the centre of that end of the

—The sum of $22,500 has been sub- 
scribed toward defraying the expenses of 
the meeting of the British Association at 
Toronto, Canada, in 1897. Ten thousand 
dollars is contributed by the Dominion 
government; $7,500 by the Provincial 
government and $5,000 by the city of 
Toronto. 


—Boston’s street railway mail service is 
being looked into by postal authorities 
from other localities as a model for those 
to be adopted by their respective offices. 
The plan of conveying the mail by street 
railway cars was originally planned in St. 
Louis, says the Boston Home Journal, but 
the first really practical service was estab- 
lished in this city about two years ago, and 
our example has been followed by New 
York, Chicago, Washington, Philadelphia 
and San Francisco. At the present time it 
has reached a very high degree of perfec- 
tion. It is now proposed to add anew 
feature which has been adopted in Roch- 
ester and St. Louis, by locating special 
street letter boxes at the intersections of 
important streets at considerable distance 
apart. These will be painted white like 
the postal cars, and from them collections 
are to be made by the clerks on each trip, 
thus affording postal facilities to districts 
not reached directly at present.

Snakes in Florida. 


Weaka, Frorma, May 1, 1897. 


To the Editor of the Patriot: 

Ia almost every Sunday edition of the 
New York Sun I find stories about Florida | 
srakes which don’t bear out the legend, 
“ Tf you see it in the Sun, its so." However, 
I supose the tales are intended to amuse 
and be taken with a grain of strong salt. 

Ihave lived here a good many years and 
as I shoot quail every pleasant day from 
November Ist to March 15th, I am tolerably 
well acquainted with the different snakes 
that travel through these woods, and they 
are of encless variety. Iam afraid of them 
all, but the rattlesnake is my horror. He 
may be a coward and he may run if he gets

not coiled up ready to use his hypodromic. 

The only real safe time for quail shooting 
is during one of our periodical freezes, and 
then its so cold the fingers get numb and 
poor shooting results. Its tough all round, 
but curious to say, when a bunch of 
“‘bobbies’’ get scattered, it matters little 
how thick the scrub, or how hot the day, the 
biggest “ fraid cat’’ will plunge in after the 
dogs for the chance of a shot. 

Now I wouldn’t get bitten by a rattle- 
snake for all the quail in Florida, and each 
year whan the season is over I make a sort 
of resolve to quit hunting, but like all good 
resolutions I forget it. 

I went out one day last winter with my 
oid dog and a pup I was training. and to 
make sure of getting plenty of sport I hunte 
in a piace well known for snakes—palmetto 
scrub about to ones waist and scattering 
black jacks. Pretty soon my old dog came 
to a stand and the pup stopped fora “ back ” 
hesitated, sniffed looked all around and was 
generally very unsteady. I talked and com- 
manded and finally decided upon snake 
Well I got a chunk of light wood and threw 
itinto the brush and “ whirr-r-r ” went the 
birds, the dogs howled and scuttled off in 
another direction and I got a dose of pole cat 
in my eye. I was to putit mild, ina very 
much broken up condition, and my language 
would have excommunicated ms. My eyes 
smarted like fire and my day's shooting was 
done. 

Another time I went with a friend and 
three dogs, we were having good sport and 
had almost forgotten about snakes, when we 


cut saw working in the distance We 
investigated and decided Mr. Rattle was 
under a thick clump of brush on our right. 
So my friend said: “ You stind here and 
I'ilrun him out, I'm not afraid of snakes.”’ 
Well he got a stick, circled round and com- 
menced thrashing the bushes, while I waited, 
gun cocked and eyes popping out for a shot. 
Then I heard a yell, and, “I’m bitten! ” 
and my blood froze up solid. My chum 
came tlying out with his hand pressed to his 
thigh, pale as asheet, and froth 
from his moath. 

Ihustled him to the nearest house, after 
tying a string around his leg above a jagged 
tear in his trousers. Got a team and galloped 
him in to the doctor's. By that time the 
poor devil was almost dead with fright, and 
the doctor gave him a quieting dose before 
making an examination. We couldn't find 
a mark or discoloration and decided he 
couldn't have been bitten—there was no 
swelling or pain, and after disposing of all 
his earthly possessions to different relations, 
and, inc dently, about a pint of my best 
whiskey, he commenced to get better and 
outside of being very drunk was soon all 
right. 

He swears to this day that a rattlesnake 
bit him, but I know better. He probably 
was bit by abriar snapping back while he 
was beating the bushes with his stick. He 
wasn’t afraid of snakes, but was almost 
scared to death by a briar bush, besides 
giving me heart disease. The same fellow 
went shooting again and killed his dog for a 
rabbit, and since then I’ve given him a wide 
berth. 

I've had two friends really bitten by the 
diamond back rattler and they both died in 
terrible agony. One lived ten hours with 
his body, swollen up like a bass drum, 
begging Someone to kill him out of his 
misery. He was bitten in the ankle, through 
a heavy English hunting boot and woolen 
socks. 

My snake stories are all true and so I sup- 
pose not as interesting as those made up by 
some one who never saw a suake outside of 
a museum, F G. F.

Visit to Mexico. 


LETTER NO. XI. 


We left our readers last week soon after 
descending from the panteon, (cemetery,) 
in Guanajuato, 

It’s acurious sight to walk through the 
city and see the piles of wares displayed 
upon the clean pavements for sale—dry 
goods, vegetables, hardware, fancy articles, 
everything, As we leave this interesting 
place, we look back with deep interest 
upon the heavily walled and anciently 
fortified haciendas ; the trains of burros 
carefully picking their way down the 
mountain paths ; the humble homes on 
the steep hill sides, seeming to cling 
there for dear life to avoid tumbling 
down the slopes; and the yellow or 
brown domed churches which plenti- 
fully dot the otherwise square notched 
wilderness of roofs. 

We take the street cars again and soon 
arrive at Marfil, where we found our 
coaches ready to take us back to Silao, 
which place we reached about dark, After 
a short stop we resumed our journey south- 
ward over the Mexican Central road. The 
first stop was made at Irapuato, (Ir-ra- 
pwat-o,) the land of strawberries. As the 
train stopped crowds of natives gathered 
about our cars, carrying baskets of straw- 
berries, which they were eager to sell. 

It is said that ripe strawberries can be 
picked here every day in the year, Some 
of our party bought some, but did not find 
them so delicious as those raised in old 
New England, 

We made but a short stop and soou were 
on our way to Queretaro, (Kay-ret-a-ro,) 
where several hours were pleasantly spent. 
It isa quaint old city, dating back to the 
Aztecs in 1445, and conquered by the 
Spaniards in 1531. We found it a great 
place for opals; mines producing the same 
being located near by. 

The city is noted as the place where the 
treaty of peace was ratified between the 
United States and Mexico in 1848. Here 
was the last stand made by the late Maxi- 
milian of Austria, against the Mexican 
government troops—in which he was de- 
feated and obliged to surrender on May 19, 
1sé7—and subsequently shot, with his two 
generals, Miramon and Mejia, 

We hired a hack for fifty cents an hour, 
that accommodated four, and rode to the 
hillside, two or three miles out of the city, 
to where the monument to Maximilian is 
erected. It was the first opportunity we 
had had for a ride in a carriage, since 
entering the republic of Mexico. We 
found three plain brown stone monuments 
about six feet tall, marking the place 
where the execution took place. The 
monuments are unguarded by any fence 
and in their solitade have been chipped 
away by relic seekers, 

The city is in a low, rocky ridge in the 
midst of a fertile valley, and has a popula- 
uon of fifty thousand. It isa manufactur- 
ing centre, there being four cotton mills 
and several flour miils in operation, About 
two miles south of the city are the famous 
Hercules mills, which including 
grounds, machinery, and improvements, 
cost $4,000,000. Both water and steam 
power are used and in connection with the 
is the largest overshot 
wheels in the world, fifty feet in diameter. 
About fifteen hundred people are employed 
in the mill, the beat operatives receiving 
about forty centavos par day, or twenty 
cents our money. 

The fruits and vegetablez raised in this 
valley are noted all over the Republic. A 
small river flows through the city, afford- 
means of irrigation and water is also 
brought over the mountains by a massive 
aqueduct seveuty-four arches, the 
highest being ninety-four feet from the 
ground, There are thirty churches in the 
city and it is noted for its religious devo- 
tion, but notwithstanding this we noticed 
a floe bull ring in process of construction, 
where tizhts will take place every Sunday. 

We were hurried away from Queretaro, 
our itinerary having been arranged to 
reach the City of Mexico, 153 miles distant, 
on the evening of the same day. The day 
was a delightful one, as every one had 
been, since we left Texas, and a pleasant 
afternoon’s journey was enjoyed; the 
railroad passed through a rich and fertile 
country. San Juan del Rio, a pleasing 
little city of 18,000 souls, claimed a half 
bour’s time, From here the climb up the 
mountain side was a hard one, and not 
until the village of Marquez was reached 
did the puffing and tugging of the engines 
cease. Marquez is 8,133 feet above the 
level of the sea, and is the highest altitude 
reached by the Mexican Central Railway. 

Tula, one of the oldest towns of the 
republic, was passed through without 
stopping, much to our regret. We wanted 
to visit the famous Toltec ruins located 
here—ruins of churches, houses, etc., 
erected over 1,200 years ago—for we were 
told it was well worth spending a day or 
two among them. Visitorsin the City of 
Mexico can easily reach Tula in two hours 
by rail; and to any person interested in 
antiquities, a’rich field of study is there 
found, 

An bour later the celebrated Nochistongo 
cut was reached. This cut, or canal, was 
commenced in 1607, for the purpose of

draining the valley of Mexico. Its width 
varies from 280 to 630 feet, with an 
average depth of 175 feet. This is 


probably the most remarkable piece of 
work ever attempted in Mexico, all of 
which was done by band, 

The cut was started in the early part of 
the seventeenth ceutury by the Spanish 
viceroys of that period, with the view of 
drainiag Lake Zampango, the highest of 
the several lakes in the valley of Mexico, 
into the Rio Panuco. Fearful epidemics 
bad scourged the city during the preceding 
three-quarters of a century of Spanish rule, 
and in severe rainy seasons the overflows 
from the lakes had often flooded the 
national capital. It was thought that the 
construction of this great drain would 
relieve the situation, bat after 30 years’ 
experimenting, the expenditure of six 
millions of dollars, and the lives of many 
thousand workmen, the undertaking was 
abandoned. 

Nothing further was attempted in this 
direction until the accession of Diaz to the 
presidency, 20 years ago. The latter-day 
engineers decided to make no use of the 
old Nochistongo cut, but started anew in 
an opposite direction. The Desague, as it 
is called, is some 30 miles long, including 
an oval-shaped Lunvel 13 feet in diameter, 
nearly seven miles long, and is the greatest 
drainage canal in the world. This new 
enterprise bas been most actively pushed 
during the past decade, and is now prac- 
tically finished at a cost of $18,000,000, 

Luis Espinosa, the engineer who has 
had charge of this work since 1879, is a 
native of Guanajuato, of Iudian blood 
and hamble birth. He had few early 
advantages, but President Diaz recogvized 
his ability aud had faith in him, and his 
marvellous success in carrying through to 
completion this giant undertaking, proves 


that the confidence reposed in Espinosa 
was not misplaced. His name will ever 
be coupled with that of Diaz in the history 
of the Desague. 

Plans have already been prepared for a 
complete system of sewerage for Mexico's 
capital, now that the outlet canal is 
finished. The fact that so large and com- 
pact a population as that of this ancient 
city bas been so free as it has from terrible 
epidemics, in the absence of any sewer 
system—a city located in a great basin, a 
vast swamp, indeed, subject to overflow 
from the lakes in the vicinity—isa rare 
testimonial to the salubrity of the climate. 
As has been well said, altitude and aridity 
have surely been miracle-workers for the 
City of Mexico. 


Leaving the canal the train gradually 
ascends, passes over alow range of hills 
and enters upon the great table land called 
the Valley of Mexico, 7,000 feet above the 
sea. We reached the city about 7 o'clock 
and were met by a delegation of local 
newspaper and business men, and after a 
brief address, which were responded to by 
our past and present presidents, we were 
given a cordial welcome, GW, e. 


Falling wuisen 


Falling of prices isthe result of the in- 
creasing and rising power of labor to create 
with the same labor better, and more of, 
the useful things of life, or the same 
amount of such things with correspond- 
ingly less labor.

When the 
mercury of prices is falling, the scale of 
civilization is rising. The luxuries of the 
few of yesterday have become the common 
heritage and necessities of the many today. 
The poor of today will become the well-to 
do and the rich of tomorrow. The iaborer 
today becomes the employer of a few years 
hence, 

The farmer who hauls his wheat to 
market and gets less in price for it now, 
as expressed in dollars, than he formerly 
did, gets correspondingly more of and 
better other things, for the purpose of 
getting which he sells his wheat, than he 
formerly did. He does not sell his wheat 
because he wants money. With it he can- 
not satisfy bis hunger, shelter himself, 
clothe himself, fence his farm, or produce 
heat in his fireplace ; but he can, and does, 
with its ready power of conversion into 
groceries, shingles, clothes, wire, and coal, 
accomplish all these things. When he sells 
his wheat for money, he merely exchanges 
his wheat for other commodities which he 
needs ; and the owners of such other com- 
modities exchange them for his wheat, 
which they need. The owners of the com- 
modities which the farmer needs, when 
prices have fallen, get more wheat for them 
than formerly ; and the farmer, on the 
other hand, gets more of the commodities 
he needs for his wheat than he formerly 
did. The advantage to each is mutual. 
[t takes less labor to produce the same 
wheat, or more wheat is produced with the 
same labor’; and so, also, with other com- 
modities which the wheat purchases,—

Wonderful are the whims of the human 
stomach.

Lombard Liquidation company, with 
William W. Crapo of New Bedford as the 
chief incorporator. It is said that 6,000 
persons lost money, and many of them 
beavily, by the failure of this company, 
and 3,009 of them live in Massachusetts. 
It is the purpose of this corporation headed 
by ex-Congressman Crapo, to save what 
they can out of the wreck. When the 
assets of the investment company were sold 
at auction by order of court, they were 
knocked down toa syndicate of which Mr. 
Crapo is the head for $200,000. Since 
then, by careful management and by the 
receipt of more money the assets have in- 
creased until they are worth today, as was 
said by Mr. Stanley of New Bedford, 
$550,000. There was considerable opposi- 
tion to the bill on account of the bad name 
of the old company, but there seemed 
to be no good reason for refusing the 
desired charter and a large majority of the 
house voted for the bill. 

It seems to be accepted that the legisla- 
ture will not be prorogued in May. Speaker 
Bates has been desirious of it and has 
worked well for this end, but there has 
been a marked difference between his 
course and that in some years not long ago. 
He has not crowded the house into night 


sessions, He has not pushed business 
through regardless of the merits of the 


case and the need of deliberation. Under 
his administration the house has been a 
deliberative body aud unless something 
happens to prevent, this legislature will 
go home whether June l or June 10 with 
tbe respect of the people and with con- 
fidence that its work has been well done. 

Another turn has been taken by the 
house with the bill for the better enforce- 
ment of the Sunday laws by which no 
entertainment can be given on Sunday 
without a special license, except by a 
religious or charitable society, in its own 
building or vestry, and without the 
charging of an admission fee. There was 
much opposition to the bill, especially from 
Boston Democrats who stigmatized the 
measure as one of the “ puritanical blue 
laws” and something which was asked for 
by only a few extremists who did pot 
represent the wishes of the commuoity. 
{c was urged that under existing law some 
Chinamen had been punished for givirg a 
Sunday evtertainment which was not 
religious and a plea was made for liberty of 
thought and of speech. But this sort of 
argument did not carry much weight and 
a large majority of the house voted for 
the bill. 

The growing appreciation of antiquities 
and of historical documents is nowhere 
better illustrated than in the programme 
which has been arranged for the delivery 
offthe Bradford manuscript by ex-Minister 
Bayard to the state. This must be, accord- 
ing to the terms of the court, to the 
governor ‘‘in his official offize in the city 
ot Boston.’”’ There wil be an oration by 
Senator Hoar, a response by the governor 
and the transmission by Mr. Bayard. 
This is proposed to be done in the presence 
of a joint convention in the hall of the 
house of representatives, in the presence 
also of such distinguished guests as may 
be invited. One of these is certain to be 
Gamaliel Bradford of Boston, ** governor” 
of the society of descendants of the Pilgrims 
and himself a lineal descendant of the 
honored writer of the precious manuscript. 

Never was there such a bill before the 
legislature as that which has been acted 
upon favorably by the house this week to 
incorporate the Catholic arch- 
bishop of Boston and his successors asa 
corporation solely for the purpo:e of man- 
aging property for religious and charitable 
purposes, The really able speech against 
the bill was made by Mr. E1ward L. Pierce 
of Milton, who put his opposition not at 
all upon religious grounds, but upon 
strictly legal oves. He said that the propo- 
sition was a revival from musty antiquity 
and that the spirit of Massachusetts law 
was to put the managment of church 
property in the hands of the laity. The 
temporal affairs of the Episcopal church 
are wholly in the control of the laity. Oo 
the other side, in favor of the bill were 
several able speakers and the only 
Catholics among them were Mr. Moriarty 
of Worcester, who told in clear terms the 
differences between Catholic and Protest- 
tant management, and,Mr. Dubuque of 
Fall River who made the effective point 
that this bill brought the Catholic church 
more than ever under the control of the 
civil power, because it required annual 
reports from the archbishop, the same as 
any other corporation and whatever he did 
with the property of the church would be 
known by everybody. Under the Catholic 
practice the archbishop owns all the 
property of the church in fee simple and 
no one can hold him to an accounting for 
it. In case he dies without a will, his 
heirs can claim the property. In Massa- 
chusetts are about $5,000,009 in the hands 
of the archbishop and all that was 
desired was to make it sure that the 
property would not be in danger of going 
into private hands, The house was for the 
bill 100 to 47, ‘ 

The struggle of corporations for privi- 
leges which bring them much money 
has never been better illustrated than in 
the contest over the bill for free transfers 
in Boston on the lines of the West End 
street railway company. For now the 
fourth year the fight has been made. Each 
year the popular branch of the legislature 
bas been favorable to the bill. Last year 
it passed the house almost unaniwously. 
Eich year it has been killed in the senate, 
that graveyard of bills from the house, 
as it has come to be called on account of 
the fate which many popular measures 
meetin the upper branch. The smaller 
body, 40 members against 240, is always 
more susceptible to corporation influence 
than the larger body and the rule has been 
illustrated in this matter once more. The 
activity of the West End railway has 
evidently been great. The committee on 
street railways reported against the bill, 
but the house substituted it for the ad- 
verse report. For two stages it has been 
debated and sustained by a decided ma- 
jority and the vote on ordering it toa third 
reading was 92 yeas to 58 nays and 24 
pairs. Tbere was some unusually fine 
speaking on the bill, by Mr. Callender of 
Boston, for itand Mr. Brown of Everett 
against it. Taking these two speeches and 
that of Mr. Pierce of Milton against the 
archbishop bill, there was better oratory in 
thehouse on Wednesday than on any other 
day of the session, The free transfer bill 
will doubtless pass the house, Then the 
question comes whether it will meet its 
habitual fate in the senate, RULE.

Outdoor Notes. 


The woodbine is a favorite, and shou'd 
be cultivated around buildings, and in any 
convenient place, for it is one of our most 
ornamental, hardy, and easily cultivated 
vines, and is readily obtained in New 
England. This vine, properly trained, 
will help to make an old house attractive, 
and will certainly add to the beauty of a 
new one, 

Thoroughly drenching a flower bed with 
water once in three or four days, or even 
once a week, is far better than a slight 
watering every day. 

Never plant the garden all at one time, 
but began as early as the land is in good 
condition, and plant something every week 
until August. To have sweet corn every 
day until the frost comes, begin early in 
the season and plant a row every two 
weeks until the Fourth of July. It is but 
little use to plant peas after the middle of 
June. They mildew so badly after the 
middle of July that they are of little value, 
Radishes, lettuce, beets, cucumbers, and 
beans may be planted at different seasons 
and a success secured.

Doing up Lace Curtains. 


To renew lace curtains take them down 
carefully and out doors at once; bang them 
over the line and let the wind blow the 
dust out. Then they should go intoa tub 
of lukewarm water with a little soap and 
lie in this a couple of hours. Wring out 
of this without rubbing and put them into 
another tub of warmer water and more 
soap and rub gently through the hands. 


If they are very dirty let them lie in this 
water twoor three hours, then put them 
through another suds, rubbing thoroughly. 
The rubbing is really squeezing them up 


you would handle a coarse garment. Use 


plenty of water. The curtains will probably 
be clean enough to scald; if not, don't 


besitate to put them through another suds | 


bath. Turn boiling water over them, if 
you think necessary to scald them, but 
never undertake to boil them, In the first 
place, it is not necessary; in the second, 
one is apt to tear them, in handling them 
with the stick. Let them stand in the 
scalding water till cool enough to put your 
bands in, then wring and rinse, using a 
very, very little bluing. Pin an old sheet 
on the clothes live and bang them over 
this. When dry starch in thin boiled 
starch. 

The curtains are now ready to pin down, 
for few families are provided with tbe 
stretchers used by the laundries. Pin a 
sheet on tbe floor of an unused room, 
pinning it square and true. Spread out 
your curtain and put the top edge to the 
hem of the sheet. Pin closely through the 
sheet to the carpet, stretching gently and 
carefully, and not too much, Then pin 
down half of one side, keeping it parallel 
with the edge of the sheet; then pin down 
the half of the other side, taking care to 
stretch evenly and not get the curtain wider 
in some places than others. Next tioish 
the half of the first side, then of the 
secoud, and lastly piv down the lower edge. 

You can make your curtains long and 
narrow or short and wide, according to 
how you stretch them, There will be a 
difference of several inches according to 
the way they are pinned, If they are not 
pinned square and true they will not bang 
evenly. Put apiniu each scallop; if the 
scallops are broad two or three may be 
necessary. The curtains will dry in a few 
hours. Then remove the pins and before 
taking the curtain from the floor go over

—The resolution appropriating $50,000 
for the relief of distressed American 
citizens in Cuba has been passed by both 
houses, It reached the President on Mon- 
day and he signed it immediately, and pro- 
ceeded at once to consult with the officers 
of the State Department respecting the 
adoption of measures of relief in addition 
to those taken last week, when Consul 
General Lee was authorized to draw upon 
the State Department for $10,000 for the 
procurement of immediate supplies. The 
State Department officials are of the 
Opinion that it will not suffice to send 
money to Cuba, but believe that, in view of 
the high prices prevailing on the island, it 
will be best to procure at least a portion of 
the stores in this country and send them 
by freight steamers to Cuba. 


—City ‘Treasurer Cole, of Somerville, 
negotiated a temporary loan for that city 
recently of $100,000 at 2.82 per cent, 
interest, payable at maturity in six months, 
a remarkably low rate.

—That the pending tariff bill is esp :cial- 
ly satisfactory tothe farmer is showa by 
the clusiog sentence of an article in the 
Minneapolis Tribune, whose editors have 
especial facilities for testing the sentiment 
of the agricultural classes of the country. 
The sentence in question says: ‘ There 
is one thing certain; the western farmers 
will not have any cause to complain that 
the bill was cons racted in the interests of 
eastern manufacturers and capitalists as 
opposed to their own; it is the most 
favorable tariff bill to farmers ever 
framed."’ 


~The United States senate has passed 
Senator Nelson’s bankruptcy biil, which 
isa commendable substitute for the Tor- 
rey bill, under consideration for several 
sessions past. The bill contains provi- 
sions for voluntary and involuntary bank- 
ruptey, and has met with cordial approval 
by many mercantile bodies. It certainly 
seems better to have a national bankruptcy 
act, than to have a law for each state, each 
of them different. Senator Nelson has 
worked long and hard for his bill, and it is 
to be hoped that the house will act upon it 
promptly.— Beverly Citizen. 

—Myron L. Fuller, son of A. H. Fuller, 
publisher of the Brockton Enterprise, won 
the first prize of $100 offered by the 
Natural History Society of Boston for the 
best paper of the year by students. 

—Over a thousand people turned out in 
a Kentucky town the other day to witness 
the marriage of a man of 103 and a woman 
of 101.

—The Springfield R»publican says, ‘a 
more disreputable transaction, than the 
bill to impose a State tax of one mill to 
the dollar for the support of public schools, 
has rarely been concocted in the Genera) 
Court. Here isa bill which actus! y pur- 
poses that places like Boston and Spring- 
field shall contribute $19,800 a year for the 
aid of the schools of the city of Worcester,

on, Hereis a bill which, while purporting 
to tax the cities and wealthier towns to 
aid the smaller towas, actually taxes some 
cities and towns to help the schools of 
other cities quite as well able to take care 
of themselves.”’

Harry W. Read was the principal re- 
monstrant and was well supplied with 
data. He would say nothing about the 
location on Squaptum street in front of 
bis house but objected to the Billings 
sireet route because SO per cent. of the 
abutters objected, because of the sharper 
curves, and because trees would have to be 
sacrificed. He showed how each lot owner 
stood on the route, and presented figures 
to show that 80 per cent. of the valuation 
between Newbury avenue and Squantum 
street opposed. 

Several Councilmen propounded ques 
tions which he answered. 

B. R. Redman, one of the Assessors, said 
the valuation of Billings street along the 
route was $82,225, and the valuation of 
Atlantic street $97,700. He estimated that 
$50,000 worth of Billings street property 
was against that route, leaving 40 per cent. 
in favor. All but one lot on Atlantic 
street was opposed to that route. Con- 
sidered that a street railway would be a 
good thing for the plains and that Billings 
street was the best route.

STRAWBERRY SouFFLE. Wasb, bull 
and cut, or mash lightly, one cup straw- 
berries. Beat the whites of two eggs till 
stiff, add two heaping tablespoonfuls pow- 
dered sugar and the berries, and beat un- 
til very think and stiff. Use a broad bow! 
and a wire egg beater or spoon, and beat 
with long, steady stroke. Pile it lightly on 
aglass dish, and serve with delicate white 
or sponge cake. 


Rice Cream. Boil two ounces of fine 
rice in water for five minutes. Strain and 
boil until tender in a quart of new milk. 
Rub the rice through a sieve to a pulp, and 
add to it any milk not absorbed in the boil- 
ing; half an ounce of gelatine to a pint cf 
the rice and milk. The gelatine can be 
soaked and dissolved either in milk or 
water. Stir over the fire until mixed, 
sweeten and flavor to taste. Stir the cream 
occasionally until cold, lightly mix the 
whites of two eggs beaten to a froth; at 
the point of setting put into a mould. 


STRAWBERRY Sauce. Beat a quarter 
of acup of butter to a cream; add gradu- 
ally one cup of powdered sugar; then add, 
one at a time, six strawberries. Beat uoti! 
light and stand away on the ice to harden. 


Fisu AND Rice Croguetres. To one 
breakfast cupful of any remnants of fish 
add two or three tablespoonfuls of boiled 
rice, a little onion chopped and fried, one 
ounce of batter, a little sugar, pepper and 
salt to taste, a grating of nutmeg, and a 
few bread crumbs. Warm, mix well with 
one or two yolks of eggs, make up into 
balls, fry brown, and serve with mashed 
potatoes,

He was 
dressed in a plain black suit, wearing a 
Prince Albert coat. When in full military 
dress, ablaze with jeweled decorations— 
but, as one writer bas said, “ with not 
enough medals to cover one apiece the 
scars that earned them’—this hero of 
more than fifty battles appears every inch 
a soldier, without a doubt. He has a 
remarkably strong face, an eagle eye and a 
commanding presence that will not soon 
fade from the memory of one who has had 
the privilege of meeting him. He is well 
built, of medium height, and is as erect as 
the typical Indian. 

Brief addresses in English were made by 
Judge Sepulveda, secretary of the American 
Legation; Col. Thomas, of Pennsylvania, 
the retiring president of the National 
Editorial Association; and Louis Holtman, 
of Indiana, the new president of the asso- 
ciation, These were interpreted 
Mexico's distinguished executive, 
responded in Spanish, the 
interpreted as follows:

At the close of the address the visiting 
editors and the ladies of the party were 
each formally presented to President 
Diaz, who shook hands with the entire 
company in most cordial fashion. 
Replying to an inquiry as to how Amer 
ican immigrants would be received in his 
country, President Diaz said:

“You may say to the men of the United 
States that they are welcome, thrice 
welcome in Mexico. Men of energy, of 
genius, of brains, are they—men fitted for 
the upbuilding and development of any 
country. ‘Teil them to come, and that in 
their lives, their possessions and their 
liberties they will receive from the govern- 
ment of Mexico the same justice, the same 
protection, the same encouragement which 
she accords to her own citizens, Bid them 
come.”’ 

In the evening the press of the city ten- 
dered a reception at the Iturbide Hotel, 
and by orders of President Diaz the 
famous Artillery Band, the leading band of 
the country, gave a concert in our honor. 
This is the famous band which played at 
the Atlanta exposition, and I think is the 
same which represented Mexico at the 
recent Grant celebration in New York. 
President Diaz was a warm friend and 
admirer of Gen, Grant. W. P. 


Composition of Health Boards. 


The duties of a board of health, Dr. 
Smith said, could be divided into three 
groups: 1. Those requiring a knowledge 
of medicine and the applied sciences. 
2. Those requiring practical familiarity 
with sanitary and allied 
sciences, 3. requiring a knowl- 
edge of law. A board having a member- 
ship of experts in these three branches of 
knowledge would be competent to make 
judicious ordinances, to execute practical 
work in sanitary matters, and to enforce 
all legal obligations in proper manner. 
Dr. Smith thought the proportionate 
representation in the board of these three 
classes should be, in accordance with the 
duties to be performed, as follows: Three 
physicians, one lawyer, and one sauitary 
engineer, making a board of five. The 
doctors should be practitioners of ten 
years’ standing, legal residents of the city; 
the lawyer a member of the bar associa- 
tion, and in his profession in the city at 
least ten years; and sanitary engineer a 
member of society of sanitary engineers, 
and in his profession in the city at least 
ten years.

The people will do well to keep an eye 
out for their representatives in these clos- 


haste is rampant and the disposition is to 
jam bills through rather than take time for 
their consideration. The sbameful story 
of last year when the Massachusets pipe 
line bill was crowded through for the 
incorporation of Mr. Henry M. Whitney 
ought to be warning for this legislature to 
goslowly. But the action of the house on 
the elevated road bill is just about as 
reprehensible. The charter of 1894 was 
sold for $400,000 as was testified by the 
present petitioners, who bought it, But 
that immense gift by the state, repre- 
senting the people, was given away 
absolutely without sufficient safeguards to 
protect the public. Now the house rushes 
through another bill which promises to 
contain the free gift of a fortune from the 
state to the incorporators, Yet every 
amendment which is p:oposed for the pro- 
tection of the people is opposed by the 
petitioners, and they seem to have the 
house under their thumbs, On the first 
stage of the bill, it looked as if the rights 
of the people were to have some protection, 
but on the engrossing stage the hot haste 
to crowd the bill through led to the 
limitation of debate to two hours, to the 
restriction of speeches to ten minutes each 
and to the rejection, of every amendment 
which was not acceptable to the corpo- 
ration. It mattered not what the corpo- 
tion wanted, they got it from the sub- 
servient members, It mattered not what 
the people wanted, they could get nothing 
from the men whom they hud elected to 
represent them. Speaker Bates has injured 
the excellent record of the session by the 
effort he has made to crowd this bill 
through at last. 

The lobby has been particalarly active 
during these closing days. In addition to 
tbe registered lobby, there are men who 
are interested in pending legislation. For 
instance, Col. Bancroft, at the head of the 
fifth regiment, who is said to be slated as 
general manager of the proposed elevated 
road, has been constant in attendance in 
the corridor in front of the house during 
the interval between the first and second 
stagescf the bill, talking with members 
and helping, doubtless, to make that re- 
markable chaage of attitude in the house. 
The president of company, Mr. Gaston, has 
also been seen frequently in the corridors.

Boys have not had an opportunity to 
learn by actual observation that money 
stolen is only a curse to the possessor. 
That a crust at home, among kindred 
and friends, respected and honored, is 
infinitely better than a fortune spent in 
enforced and disgraceful exile. 

Itis good to know that the bank offi- 
cials—possibly with a little self recrimi- 
nation and admitting their share of the 
responsibility—are disposed to treat the 
poor, misguided, repentant boy leniently. 
It is to be hoped the courts also will tem- 
per justice with the extremest mercy. 
The boy has the making of a good man 
in him, and it is possible, even now, by 
the exercise of wisdom and mercy, to 
avoid the wrecking of his young life.—

The Little Red Blood Corpuscles, 


BY T. 0. REYNOLDS, M, D, 


There are so very many things otherwise 
unknowable which the little instrument 
helps us to know well, which would forever 
bein the realm of “the infinite’? were it 
not for that tiny bit of convex glass, that 
nothing should surprise us in its revela- 
tions. 

Take, for example, the red corpuscles of 
the human blood. One thirty-two hun- 
dredth of an inch is its diameter. One 
hundred and twenty one-thousandths of 
the entire biood quantity is red corpuscles. 
‘They are individually so minute that it 
requires a microscope of considerable 
power tosee them at all; and yet their 
number is such in one man that if a chuio 
were made of them, each corpuscle just 
touching its neighbor, it would be over 
two thousand miles long! 

Three gallons of blood ina man of 140 
pounds weight is a fair average, and 0,351 
of a gallon of the above is red globules, 
The little invisible red corpuscles or 
oxygen carriers of our blood would then, 
if “hitched ’’ together into a chain reach 
two-thirds across the American continent ! 
A single hair from one’s head would make 
in calibre very many fibres as large. 

And yet, small as these corpuscles are, 
they are giants when compared with many 
well known individuals of the bacterial 
world. Think vi a body which has to be 
magnified eight hundred diameters to be 
visible at all. ou have here some of the 
monococci, Yes, and these inconceivably 
small bodies are endowed with life, 
organization and means of propagation.—

This. Week's Storm. 


The past week’s spell of easterly weather 
culminated on Thursday in a good stiff 
north-east gale, with plenty of drizzle and 
some rain. The tide, which at night 
happened to be a ten-foot one, was un- 
usually high, owing to the prevailing wind 
helping to pile the water up. Adams’ 
meadow, back of the poor farm, was com- 
pletely flooded, making one vast lake of 
Town river from Point Holes to Sea street. 
On‘ the Quincy bay side the water was 
hubbly. Beyond Mosquito bridge the spray 
dashed over the electric car tracks. The 
few boats moored off Post island bad a 
hard time riding out the gale. At dusk 
they were apparently holding their own 
and with the help of the ebb tide probably 
rode out the storm in safety. 

At Houghs Neck there was very little 
damage, the wind being too far to the 
north to do any serious injury to the 
yachting. The Quincy Yacht Club, which 
is always the heaviest sufferer by these 
gales, escaped with but little damage. 
The bridge which connects the two flats 
went overboard, but as it was secured by a 
line it did not go adrift. The drop which 
runs from the wharf to the small float 
slipped off the platform upoo which it 
ruos. Neither of the floats parted any of 
the chains which hold them. The new 
chains which were put io this spring hold- 
ing them fast to the mooring stores. 

The large fleet of yachts moored off the 
club house were riding out the gale in 
safety as darkness set in. There was but 
slight danger that any of them would go 
adrift. 

Next week there will be extra high tides 
at night. Oo Thursday night the tide will 
be an eleven foot, five inch one, and if a 
strong easterly wind should be blowing it 
will be much higher than that.

THE SCHOOL tax bill has merit because 
it equalizes taxation. It hits some of the 
rich towns and tax-dodgers’ paradises bat 
that is what is desired. It helps the 
struggling towns and also children who 
desire a good free school education. 
Large holders of corporation stock now 
live in Boston, Brookline, Newton, Milton 
and a few other towns aud they profit 
largely by returns of corporation tax col- 
lected by state, while the towns in which 
these corporation really do business and 
which educate the employes, receive no aid 
in taxes from the business. The towns 
which receive the larger part of the cor- 
poration tax will share some of their profi: 
under the mill tax. Oaly 35 of the 354 
cities and towns will pay more than they 
receive. A glance at the list will show 
that they are rich towns, which may well 
belp their poor sisters. They are towns 
where high salaries are paid to schoo} 
teachers causing disatisfaction with salaries 
in less favored localities. The first seven- 
teen on the list are Boston, Brookline, 
Newton, Milton, Springfield, New Bed- 
ford, Manchester, Nabant, Wellesley, 
Falmouth, Hull, Watertown, Salem, 
Swampscott, Cobasset, Weston and 
Beverly; the other eighteen will contribute 
less than $1000 annually, three being less 
than $100. Quincy will gain but not 
largely. The bill has one more stage in 
the senate. It has passed the house and 
has been ordered to a third reading in the 
upper branch. it now only awaits passage 
to be engrossed by the latter,

[he situation is not alarming, but the 
large girders which support the floor over 
the large study hall bave begun to sag. Io 
one room the blackboards fell out because 
of it. It is something which requires 
prompt attention and the City Council will 
undoubtedly see that the work is done 
during the summer vacation. Over the 
hall are the chemical labaratory and 
modeling room with corridor and closets 
between. The span is fifty feet. 

The building was erected in 1894 under 
Commissioner Eaton, who said in his re- 
port that it ‘tis one of the finest school 
bouses in the S:ate.”’ Tue same adminis- 
tration made considerable capital over the 
condition of the central dire station built 
shortly before, saying it was dangerous 
and liable to collapse, and tried to condemn 
it, but it seems “‘ there are others.” 


SHouLp rr be the mission of an Histor- 
ical society to mix up historical matters ? 
There seems to be an attempt on the part 
of some members of the Quincy Historical 
society to do this, when they call the birth- 
place of President John Quincy Adams 
the John Adams cottage. It is undoubted- 
lya fact that President John Adams did 
live in the so-called cottage, but the house 
has the greatest historical interest from the 
fact that it was the birthplace of John 
Quincy Adams, a son of John Adams. 
Both John Adams and John Quincy Adams 
lived in other houses but it is not their 
different residences as much as the birth- 
places which have historical! interest. It 
is very dificult even for many life-long 
residents of Quincy to tel! the relations of 
the various Adamses to each other as there 
have been several Johns, John Quincys, 
Charles Francis, etc. The name of the 
cottage should receive attention at the 
next meeting of the Historical Society. 


The Nine-Hour Case, 


The continued case against Ansel O 
Clark, chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
of Braintree, who was summoned into 
court Jast week upon complaint of Edward 
B. Putnam of the State police for violation 
of the labor law, by requiring of Joseph L 
Folsom and Sydney A. Tilden at the 
Braintree Electric Light plant more than 
nine hours fora day’s work, come up by 
continuance in the District Court on 
Friday. 

Judge Humphrey ordered the complaint 
dismissed on the ground that he could not 
see that there was any penalty imposed on 
the town, The law provides that no one 
shall be employed more than nine hours 
for a day's work but provides no penalty, 
but the parties bad a right to recover for 
work over nine hours, He could see no 
foundation for complaint against Clark, 
as agent of the town under this section of 
the statutes,

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, June 9, 1897. 

The close of the session finds the two 
members of the house from Quincy in high 
standing in the respect of their fellow 
members, though neither of them aspires 
to the rank of frequent debaters. But 
each has spoken several times and while it 
is not to be expected that any member can 
say that he has been successful with every 
legislative enterprise which be undertakes, 
yet it counts for mach that he has pre- 
sented his case with clearness and con- 
ciseness and bas made the most of it which 
could have been made by any one. Mr. 
Thompson, as a member of the committee 
on ways and means, has had, from that 
very fact, a prominent position in the house. 
He has been one of the safe and coneer- 
vative members and has honored his 
constituents. Mr. Newcomb has not had 
as high a rank on the committees, though 
he has had the good place of chairman of 
the committee on liquor law. He has 
made a creditable fight on several matters 
on the floor of the house, especiatly on the 
bill to allow street railway companies to 
transport on their tracks material to be 
used on repairing the line, and against the 
bill for the removal of the dam and dike at 
Green Harbor in Marshfield. The city 
would do well to send both of these repre- 
sentatives for another term and I am glad 
to hear that there is a possibility, and 
perhaps a probability, that this will be 
done. The senator from the district, Mr. 
Flint, bas done well in bis first term and 
it is to be expected that he will be given 
another term. He stands so well that he 
is mentioned as a possible candidate for 
the presidency, in case President Lawrence 
does not care to return. 

The reply of Gov, Wolcott to the request 
of the board of lunacy and charity for the 
names of the complainants about the 
lobbing of its employes and for the names 
of the offenders themselves was promptly 
followed by a letter giving the desired 
information, Tbus there is no retreating 
from the inquiry which the board promised 
to take if the pames were furnished. 
There is no doubt that the evil needs cor- 
rection, but there is also suggested in this 
connection the much broader question of 
the relation of the boards and commissions 
to the legislature. The public is disposed 
to be critical when the activity of an offi- 
cial is against its supposed interest, but 
when the cfficial is acting in a way which 
seems to be for the public good, then there 
is uo question that public opinion would 
support him. 

Once more the senate bas defeated the 
bill for free transfers on the West End cars 
which has been passed by the house for 
four years in succession, The fate of this 
bill is of more conseqaence to the people 
of the state as a whole as an illustration of 
the power of tbe corporation than it is on 
account of its subject matter, The course, 
as shown by the events, has been to make 
no great opposition in the house, though 
more was made this year than hitherto. 
Thus, in the house, tbe bill has been dis- 
cussed on the merits of the question, In 
intluences have been 
brought into action. Where the action 
has been on the merits of the bill, it has 
always had a strong majority, but when 
the interests of the people came into col- 
lision with the interests of the corporation, 
then the cause of the people has been 
defeated every time. This is one feature 
of the case which is of significauce to the 
state asa whole and makes it imperative 
that the people should send not only in- 
corruptible representatives of the genuine 
popular interest to the upper branch, but 
should also follow their acts afier they take 
their seats, 

The house has killed the provisions for a 
commission to examine all voting machines 
and has left of the pending bill only a re- 
peal of the act of last year which requires 
the state to furnish at its own expense, 50 
McTammany voting machines to cities and 
towns which should ask for them, The 
house dida righteous act when it put a 
stop to the McTammany raid on the treas- 
ury and opened the way to other machines 
to come in on their merits, 

The mill school tax bill had a tight 
squeeze in the Senate Monday, passing to 
be engrossed by only one majority, on a 
yea and nay vote. On Wednesday just as 
the house was about to adjourn, the bill 
came up on the enactment, A motion was 
made to strike out the enactment clause, 
The matter had been noised about for about 
two hours among the members, so that 
they were ready for it, but on a rising vote 
the motion failed by the close totals of 
64to 68. On a roll-call the bill had a 
majority of 10 votes, so it was sent one 
stage further toward the governor. 

The hostility to the Boynton bicycle bill, 
whigh did not avail to killitin the house, 
but which rejected the bill in the senate on 
the first stage only to have a reconsidera 
tion bring it to life again, was sufficient on 
the enacting stage to amend it so seriously 
as to make its friends thoroughly disgusted. 
There were two sorts of opposition, that 
which was honest on account of public 
interests and that which was from corpora- 
tions. The later factor seemed to be the 
most active. The bill went into the 
calendar of the house for Thursday. 

The governor’s conference on Tuesday 
with the counsel for the elevated road bill 
and the chairman of the railroad commis- 
sion and the attorney general resulted in 
the adoption of amendments which were 
said by some to be simply perfecting, but 
which were regarded by the opposition as 
material concessions, especially in regard 
to the burdens which may be imposed 
upon the company. The senate adopted 
them without opposition and sent them to 
the house, 

The house Thursday passed the libel bill 
framed by Representative Magenis and 
Pierce as a minority report, which pro- 
hibits the granting of damages except for 
actual injuries. RULE.

CITY COUNCIL. 


The City Council was in session for 
three hours Monday evening and there was 
considerable business before it. There 
were debates on the street railway exten- 
sion to Squantum, extension of Whitwell 
street to Granite, and other matters. 
The annnal tax levy order was introduced, 
and several hearings ordered. The greatest 
surprise was a communiction of the Com- 
missioner, printed in full herewith, calling 
for an immediate appropriation for the 
new High School building. 

Councilman Badger was the only absent 
member. 

Communications. 

The Mayor forwarded the following com- 
munication from the Commissioner of 
Pablic Works: 

Quiacy, June 7, 1897.

Deak Six:—I wish tocall your attention 
to the condition of our High school. The 
two trusses supporting the roof aad two 
schoolrooms over the study room have 
loosened up and sag to a considerable ex- 
tent, making it imperative to make repairs 
the coming vacation. This would be quite 
a considerable expense, approximately 
$1,500 to $2,000. Such a large amount 
cannot be spared out of the appropriations 
for repairs on public buildings. I trust 
something can be done to provide money 
to meet the expense of these repairs.

Councilman Field asked if building was 
safe for graduation.

Repairs should be made 
as soon as possible. He would not care to 
say it was unsafe.

The communication was laid on the 
table until later in the evening when 
Councilman Sprague offered an order ap- 
propriating $2000 for repairs on the bulld- 
ing.

They believed this would result seriously 
to the citizens, and they requested that the 
council investigate, and unless Messrs. 
Penniman & Son refused to be a party to 
said combination that their license be re- 
voked. To Committee on Licenses, 

Councilman Nickerson presented a peti- 
tion that Berlin and Woodbine streets be 
lighted. To Executive department. 

Petitions were received from A. W. 
Young and wife for State aid, and from 
Charles N. Hunt for soldier's relief. ‘To 
Committee on State Aid. 

A number of petitions were received for 
licenses to sell fireworks. ‘To Commitice 
on Licenses, 


Reports of Committees. 


The Committee on Licenses reported 
favorably on a number of petitions for 
licenses which were granted. 

The Committee on Finance on petition 
of W. A. Smith, for refund of tax, recom- 
mended leave to withdraw. Accepted. 

The Committee on State Aid recom- 
mended that W. J. Young be granted $4 a 
month, and W. P. Martin $10 per month. 
Adopted. 

The Committee on Streets, on petition 
for the laying out of Faxon road from 
Squantum street to Billings road, reported 
an order for a public hearing June 21. 
Adopted, 

The Committee ou Streets on petition of 
the Quincy & Boston street railway for 
a location on Quincy avenue to the Brain 
tree line reported an order for a public 
hearing June 21. 

Councilman Pinkham did not think this 
would give the fourteen days’ notice as re 
quired and moved to make the date June 
28. 

Councilman Nickerson thought it gave 
fourteen days’ notice. 

Councilman Pinkham's amendment was 
lost and the order passed as reported. 

Later however it was reconsidered, when 
the City Solicitor said it would not be a 
legal notice, and the order was amended to 
read June 28 and passed. 

The Committee on Sewers and Drains 
reported an order appropriating $300 for 
he rebuilding of the tide gate at the poor 
farm. To Committee on Finance. 


Whitwell Street. 


The Committee on Streets reported an 
order laying out Whitwell street from the 
Hospital to Granite street asa public way 
and appropriating $500 for the same. 

Councilman Nickerson offered a minority 
report that the petitioners have leave to 
withdraw giving as his reason: That the 
street was pot up to the standard required 
by past Councils; that it was unjust to 
other citizens who have been refused on 
other streets that were better than this; 
he objected to building new streets when 
there were accepted streets that needed 
repairs; and he did not think $500 would 
put the street in good condition. 

Councilman Pinkham thought the opin- 
ion of the Commisssioner shou!d be had. 

Commissioner Kaoowlton said be could 
not give figures as he had not been over 
the street with the plans and figured it 
out. He, however, thought that $500 
would put it in a safe condition but would 
not bring it upto grade. He had had no 
plan to estimate witb, 

Councilman Pinkbam moved to lay on 
table until next meeting and that the 
Commissioner be requested to report upon 
the probable cost. 

Councilman Fie!d said the committee 
bad spent considerable time on this matter. 
In bis jadgment $500 would put that street 
in good condition. He hoped motion 
would not prevail. 

Councilman Pinkhaw replied that the 
Commissioner has said he is not prepared 
to state whether $500 would bring the 
street to grade. If we are to build a new 
street we want it brought up to grade. 

Councilman Field said statutes did not 
say we should build street to grade but it 
was simply to show what grade was sup- 
posed to be. It was foolish to build street 
to grade at present. 

Councilman Swithin would ask Com- 
missioner if $500 would be sufficient to put 
it in safe condition for the next three years, 
to which Commissioner Knowlton replied 
that it would. 

The motion to lay on the table was Jost. 

Councilman McGrath hoped minority re- 
port would not prevail. The street would 
be of great benefit in getting patients to 
the hospital. It was advisable for the city 
to accept it, 

Councilman Anderson was called to the 
chair and President Bryant took the floor 
and said that the Council bad been misled 
before in the matter of accepting streets. 
It would help people get to the hospital 
but does not get them there any quicker 
than if it is a private way. He would like 
to know what the street would cost at some 
future time. Was no sidewalk there. He 
objected to order going through with the 
amount $500. It would only be a year be- 
fore they will come here for an appropria- 
tion. There were no plans on file with 
City Clerk as the order says, and that is 
illegal. He moved to reconsider the vote 
to lay on table. 

Councilman Field hoped motion would

Councilman Anderson offered an order 
levying $195,000 on the estates of the city, 
and $2 for each poll for taxes of 1807. 
Referred to Committee on Finance. 

Street Sprinkling. 

A communication from City Solicitor 
Blackmur said that it would be necessary 
under the new law for the Council to fix 
the assessment per frontage for street 
sprinkling under O:der 46. Referred. 

New Business. 

Councilman Pinkham offered an order 
that the Commissioner be requested to 
report on the cost of putting Whitwell 
street in good order, Adopted. 

Councilman Cain offered an order 
requesting the Quincy & Boston street 
railway to grant free transfers that trips 
between any points in the city will cost but 
five cents. 

Speaking on the order he said he was 
not looking for notoriety. The street rail- 
Way was not giving the citizens as good 
service as it should. It was not too much 
to ask for free transfers, as in Boston il 
was possible to ride fifteen miles for five 
cepts.

It was then referred toa committee but 
reference was withdrawn, and the question 
came on suspension of rules, to put it upon 
its final passage, 

Councilman Anderson was called to the 
chair, and President Bryant took the floor. 

He offered an amendment requiring a T 
rail of 60 pounds on Squantum street. 

Other amendments followed so rapidly 
that it would take columns to report them, 
Councilman Field, Edwards, Bryant, 
Swithin, Little, Parker, Poland, Sprague, 
Phillips, McGrath, Pinkham, Nickerson, 
Geary, the Commissioner and others took 
part. 

A motion to recommit the order to deter- 
mine location on Squantum street was 
defeated. 

The order provided for a girder rail and 
paving to the corner of Billings and 
Squantum streets. There were amend- 
ments to extend it to Atlantic street, to 
100 feet beyond, and to McClure’s corner, 
and Atlantic street was adopted. 

The. weight of rail on Squantum street 
was also debated, bul there was a dispo- 
sition not to make the road too expensive 
to build. Fifty-eight pounds was voted. 

Councilman Geary made an effort to 
have at least 18 feet reserved on one side 
of Squantum street for a roadway, but was 
voted down. 

The order was then passed on roll call 
by an unanimous vote. 

Adjourned at 10 40.

Household Receipts. 


STRAWBERRY CHARLOTTE. Make a 
custard of the yolks of six eggs, one quart 
of sweet milk, sugar, and flavor to suit the 
taste. Boil and set aside tocool. Fill a 
glass dish with alternate layers of berries 
and sponge cake dipped in cream; sweeten 
the layers of berries as they are put in the 
disb. When the custard is cool, pour over 
the whole. Beat the white of the eggs 
with a tablespoonful of sugar—to a stiff 
froth—and heap high over the topof the 
custard. This is delicious. 


RASPBERRY GRANITE. This is a favorite 
desert with all who have tried it, and 
deserves a prominent place in the list of 
frozen dajnties. Boil one quart of water 
with one pint of sugar for fifteen minutes; 
add the juice of three lemons and two 
quarts of red raspberries. Cool and pour 
into the freezer. Pack with equal quanti 
ties of ice and salt. At the end of an hour 
take a wooden spoon and scrape the granite 
from the side of the can, but do not beat 
it. Pack again for another hour, and just 
before serving stirin a pint and a ha!f of 


fresh berries. 


A GoosreBerRY Comrore. Strain one 
quart of red currant juice into a preserve 
kettle. Set it on the fire, and add five 
pounds of sugar to it. Stir until dissoived; 
put in eight pounds of ripe, firm goose- 
berries; let simmer fur half an hour; take 
up, let stand over night, set on the fire and 
cook until clear; skim the fruit out care- 
fully, and pour over sauce cold. 


Eortep SALAD DRESSING. Melt one 
tablespoonful of butter in a saucepan, add 
one tablespoonful of flour, cook together 
till frothy, but not browned, add one-half 
cupful of vinegar, and continue cooking till 
the mixture thickens; then remove from 
the stove. Thoroughly mix one teasp or - 
ful each of salt, sugar and mustard and a 
few grains of cayenne, and sift into the 
vinegar sauce, stirring in smoothly. Heat 
one cupful of milk in a double boiler, add 
two beaten egg yolks, and cook like soft 
custard, stirring constantly. When slightly 
thickened, remove ihe upper part of the 
double boiler and gradually mix the custard 
with the vinegar sauce. Beat the two parts 
together with the egg-beater until perfectly 
smooth; strain before it cools, Put away 
in small glass jars closely covered; it will 
keep for weeks in a cool place, even if the 
jars are not air-tight. 


A Strawberry Pie. 


How to make a pie of fresh strawberries 
and not spoil them is explained in the 
“New York Tribune.’’ Line a deep tin 
pie plate with the nicest pastry you 
can prepare. Fill the pastry with un 
cooked rice, and bake it in the oven, when 


be soaked and used for boiling, or it may 
be kept on hand to bake in pastry. It 
simply serves to prevent the form of pastry 
from rising and getting out of shape as it 
would if not filled. 

As soon as the crust is baked dredge a 
litule sugar over it and fill it with perfectly 
ripe, lucious strawberries well sweetened. 
Heap sweetened and whipped cream thickly 
over it. It may also be covered with a 
meringue made of the whites of tbree eggs 
beaten to a stiff froth, four teaspoonfuls of 
sugar and the juice of half a smal! lemon. 
Cover the berries carefully over with the 
meringue, which is a non-conductor of 
heat, and isolate the pieplate, holding the 
pie from the oven bottom by setting it on a 
thick pine board, and bake the meringue 
in this way in a mederately hot oven for 
twenty minutes. If the work of isolation 
bas been properly done the berries will not 
be heated, tut the meringue will have risen 
and will be well done and only a delicate 
brown. Remove the pie to a cold plate 
and let it become ice cold before serving it. 
—New England Farmer.

Visit to Mexico. 


LETTER NO. XV. 


On Saturday afternoon, Feb. 26, our 
party took a long string of cars that were 
waiting for us at the plaza, near the great 
cathedral, for a ride to Chapultepec, which 
we were to visit. We passed for some 
| distance along the old Aztec aqueduct, its 
| massive workmanship showing lines of 
Strength and beauty. We were sorry to 
j find that it was being torn down to make 
| room for “‘ improvements,” but understood 
that a section of twenty-five arches would 
be left intact to show the original design 
and workmauship. Chapultepec has for 
centuries been a promiuent spot in Mexico, 
It was the favorite park of Montezuma. 
Afterward was built the palace which 
became the summer home of Maximilian 
and Carlotta, and is now used in the same 
way by President Diaz. 

Oa a high apparently almost inaccessible 
cliff stands the palace. By a winding 
road, nearly half a mile long one can ride 
to the top; or by a walk on the other side, 
through the park, up a flight of steps, 
reach the summit. Standing at the base 
and looking upwards one finds it almost 
impossible to realize that in the Mexican 
war American soldiers scaled that height 
and then forced their way into the castle, 
which overhangs the edge. Then, as now, 
a portion of the building was occupied by 
the military school, and from the green 
sod beneath the arching trees rises a me- 
morial tablet to the boys who gave their 
lives in the defence. 

Oa one side a cave may be seen, which 
opens to an underground passage that 
leads to a shaft sunk from the garden on 
top of the hill. This is said to have been 
once used as a secret passageway. 


| most curious places we visited this day, 
and the reader may ask in wonder: ‘‘What 
is a Thieves’ market ?’’ It is the place in 
| the city of Mexico, where almost every- 
thing is offered for sale, from an old knife, 
lock or candlestick to a dress pattern; and 
every article is presumed or supposed to 
have been stolen. It is here that one will 
be directed to find anything he has lost. 

The market is near the big cathedral, 
but not on the street. Itisin a big yard 
or square, surrounded by buildings, and the 
articles are sold from rough board counters, 
little tents or shanties, or may be spread on 
the ground. 

If you happen to find something that has 
been stolen from you, even the day before, 
you have the blessed privilege of buying it, 
if the price asked is satisfactory. You 
may expostulate, and declare it is yours, 
but it does no good, as the policemen and 
the courts uphold the seller, He declares 
he secured it legitimately and is selling it 
in the same manner; and you must either 
buy itor go away and leave it. Queer, 
isn’t it? Wethink this accounts for the 
unusually large number of thieves there 
are in Mexico. There are enough in Bos- 
ton and all other large cities, but Mexico is 
the most famous place on the continent, as 
one or two of our party found out, 

Brother Waterman of Athol bought a 
few trinkets here, including a stone idol 
which he was assured was one of the 
original Aztec gods, but as we saw several 
of the same mould hawked about the 
streets, later, we concluded that for “ ways 
that are dark’’ the Heathen Chinee aloue 
is not peculiar. 

Another attractive place is the Monte de 
Piedad, a national pawn shop; and in- 
stitution that is said to be really a charity. 
It was opened in 1778 and is now on the 
Plaza Mayor, opposite the cathedral. Its 


Oar party were kindly allowed to go 
through the magnificently furnished apart- 
ments of the castle, a privilege seldom 
granted to the natives, we were told, and 
never accept upon a permit issued by the 
government authorities. 

The interior decorations of the palace 
are what one reads about but never expects 
to see. They are unique and beautiful 
with Pompeiian color and decoration in 
the tiled galleries. A smoking-room had 
hangings of embossed leather. In another 
room we saw a desk and dresser of inlaid 
pear! and onyx. 

Ina fine stairway the ceiling was deco- 
rated with coats of arms, showing al! the 
changes of four hundred years back. One 
of the drawing-rooms was hung with deli- 
cately tinted satin, and contained the 
richest of ebony furniture, In 
room were some elegant tapestries. 
ing rooms were furnished with regal 
elegance. In an ante-room were two chairs 
said to have belonged to Cortez. There 
was much on every hand to interest the 
tourist. Upon the door leading to apart- 
ments which remain as when occupied by 
Maximilian, were the letters M, 
Maximilian Rex, or King. ‘The 
were in monogram, 

A roof garden is surrounded by balconies 
which give a wonderful view over the 
valley, sloping green and sunny toward 
the distant hills, where the snow capped 
mountain peaks of Popocatapetl and 
Ixtaccibuatl still refuse to unveil them- 
selves to our wistful gaze, It would take 
hours for one to grow tired of simply look- 
ing at the wonders of nature and art, and 
when one stops to consider the changes 
which have taken place on this spot the 
thought is over-whelming. 

This place possesses a special interest to 
our countrymen, as it was the scene of one 
of the important battles of the war with 
America, on Sept. 13, 1847. After having 
visited the place, one finds a new pleasure 
in reading Gen. Grant’s ** Personal Me- 
moirs’’ and his story of the battles in this 
vicinity. 

The neighboring battlefields of Churu- 
busco and Molino del Rey, the latter easily 
reached by a branch horsecar line, are in 
view from the broad porches of Chapultepec 
castle, 

From the paved court yard in front one 
looks across the southern part of the 
Valley of Mexico. This valley isa basin 
about seventy miles in length and about 
forty-five in width, covering an area some- 
what greater than the entire state of 
Rhode Island. In the southern balf are 
large lakes, many villages, and the City 
of Mexico, Below lies the city, just beyond 
the plain dotted with the lakes and villages, 
and enclosing all were the mountains, two 
of their peaks white with perpetual snows. 
Of this view Humboldt says: ‘* There can 
be no richer, no more varied spectacle, 
than that which the valley of Mexico 
presents on a beautiful morning, when the 
heavens are clear, and of that turquoise 
blue which is so peculiar tothe dry and 
thin atmosphere of high mountains.” 

From the gate of the park we enter the 
cars once more for a ride to Tacubaya, the 
Monte Carlo of Mexico. We enter first 
the gardens where the higher classes play. 
By daylight the gay colored decorations of 
cloth, paper and glass seem tawdry and out 
of place among the trees and flowers, but 
one can imagine that in the evening they 
may present a brilliant scene. We enter 
one of the gambling houses, and see the 
money stacked upin thousands upon the 
green table. Here they use silver; in the 
building yonder they gamble only with 
gold. That there is an enormous profit for 
the owner of a gambling house is evident, 
for the proprietor of these gardens, in 
spite of the fact that he has to pay a tax of 

22,000 a month and his expenses are 
$60,000 for the same time, owns five other 
places and is worth $5,000,000. 

There was no gambling while we were 
there, except a few plays made by visitors 
to show the party “‘ how the thing is 
done.”’ As we left the place we saw 
smaller gambling games for the poor 
people in progress by the roadside, the 
“bankers ’’ sheltering themselves under 
umbrellas, and in some cases women and 
children taking part, the little fellows 
being so smal! that they had to tip toe it to 
place their “‘centavos"’ upon the tables, 
Gambling is indulged in to such excess by 
the natives of all classes and conditions 
that it may be properly designated as a 
conspicuous nat'onal vice. Lotteries are, 
of course, very popular, and those enter- 
prises are regulated and conducted by the 
national government, Everywhere one is 
confronted by peddiers of lottery tickets— 
men, women and children—and regular 
drawings are held every Sunday. 

On our way back to the city we met 
several faneral cars, the decoration or 
plainuess indicating the comparative wealth 
or poverty of the deceased. The cars are 
open and contain no seats. The casket is 
laid upon a platform running lengthwise 
the car. If mourners accompany to the 
burial place, they follow in aclosed car. 
One of the cars had drawnp sbutters, It 
happened to stop near and some of the 
party had the curiosity to peep in. It 
contained a doz2n or more uncoffined 
bodies of doubtless poor people.

object is primarily to prevent the extortion 
of pawnbrokers, and it might be of benefit 
if adopted in other countries, though the 
pawn shop is not often resorted to in this 
country, where it is looked upon with dis- 
favor.

Ia a month the price is 
marked down, and in another month still 
lower. The borrower is privileged to re- 
deem the pledge at any time before its sale, 
and if sold for more than the amount of 
the loan, the excess less the interest is paid 
tothe borrower, It is one of the most 
interesting places in the city to visit by 
tourists, and is reckoned as the cheapest 
and most reliable place in the city to buy, 
if you are fortunate enough to find what 
you want. The business of the institution 
is said to amount to over $1,000,000 
annually, distributed among 60,000 borrow- 
ers, a.

The John Quincy Adams House. 


To the Editor of the Patriot: 


I find the following in issue of 


June 12: 


your 


“We were surprised to leern the other 
day from a member of the Quincy Histor- 
ical Society that the birthplace of John 
Quincy Adams was not owned by the 
society, they not having a deed of the 
property. We had always supposed it a 
gift from Hon. Charles Francis Adams to 
the society, but perhaps our informant is 
not posted,” 

The Quincy Historical Society bas not 
had a deed of the property from me, for 
the sufficient reason, among others, that 
the property is not mine to deed. It be 
longs to the Adams Real Estate Trust. 

Some two years ago my attention was 
drawn to the dilapidated condition of the 
house, which, if not speedily repaired, was 
in imminent danger of tumbling down. 
Some proper disposition of it had long been 
a matter of concern on my part, as I dis- 
liked to see it occupied as a tenement 
house; and now it was suggested that it 
would be cared for and be of public in- 
terest if in the hands of the Quincy His- 
torical Society. 

I hesitated about beginning the work of 
repairs, as, in the case of ancieut buildings, 
when once the process of renewal begins it 
is impossible to say how far it will go or 
where it willend. After reflection, how- 
ever, L agreed to renovate this house for 
the use of the Historical society, provided 
the cost should not exceed a certain sum, 
The work was then entered upon under 
the direction of Mr. William G. Spear, 
and, as usual, before completed it was 
found to have cost $1650, twice the sum 
estimated, 

The question of occupation by the His- 
torical Society, as is well known, was 
young, and financially, could not be con- 
sidered a responsible organization. It 
might be dissolved at any time, and 
the property it had taken by possible 
creditors, or otherwise disposed of. Under 
these circumstances, after consultation 
with the members of the Adams family, 
I was authorized to offer to the Society 
a lease of the renovated building for a 
long term of years at a wholly nominal 
rent, with an agreement that, in case, 
during the term of the lease, the Society 
should become firmly established and 
financially responsible, a deed of the build- 
ing should be given to it, in trust to pre- 
serve it as an interesting historical relic. 

I bave not heard from the Society in 
reply to this proposition, The Society, 
therefore, now holds the building purely 
as a tenant-at-will, without paying rent. 
The family have no disposition to disturb 
it in its occupancy. 

All arrangements have been with Mr. W. 
G. Spear, the Librarian of the Quincy 
Historical Society, who also supervised the 
work of renovation. 

Hoping these facts will sufficiently ex- 
plain this matter tu all who may feel an 
interest in it, I remain, etc.,

New Timetable. 


A new timetable goes into effect on the 
Old Colony system on Sunday. 

The Sunday service, instead of being 
increased as was rumored, will be revolu- 
tionized and reduced, All the afternoon 
trains to Boston will be dropped, there 
being none for four hours, betw2en 1.12 
and 5.12. The Sunday inward trains will 
be at 7.12, 8.12, 9.12, 1.12, 5.12, 7.12, 8.08 
and 10,08. Eight trains instead of twelve. 

There will be a corresponding reduction 
in outward trains on Sunday, the new ser 
vice giving trains at 6.30, 8.30, 12 30, 4 30, 
5.30, 6.30, § 30 and 10.30. 

In week day service there will be very 
few changes. The 7.34.4. M. inward will 
leave at 7.31, the 7.41 Pr.

Which Is the Older? 


In common with many others, we are 
glad of the prominence given of late to the 
two historical Adams houses in the south 
part of the city, Regarding the age of the 
houses there is much talk just now, people 
being unwilling to give up the idea that 
the birthplace of John Adams is the older, 
as has always been handed down in history, 
and from generation to generation. 

They are right to stick to this idea as 
there is nothing to prove them wrong in 
their belief. The deed of the parchase of 
the house and farm by the Adams family 
is recorded in 1720 at the State honse. 
The deed of the John Quincy Adams 
house cannot be found, therefore such 
good authorities as Edwin W. Marsh, 
Franklin Curtis and I. Hull Adams believe 
there is no foundation for the assertion 
that the John Quincy Adams birthplace is 
the older of the two houses, Mr. Cartis, 
one of Quincy's most accurate historians, 
says the finding of the brick with the date 
1716 in the chimney of the John Quincy 
Adams house proves nothing, as the brick 
might have been intcribed before it was 
put into the house. He said also the 
house might have been a shop or carriage 
house belonging to the estate when pur- 
chased by the father of John Adams, and 
afterwards made into a house, as the deed 
of the John Adams house speaks of such a 
building. 

Further, Mr. Curtis says, the Adams 
Chapter can claim their house, the John 
Adams birthplace, to be the older and that 
there is no one that can prove it to be 
otherwise. 

This we think is pretty good authority, 
especially as it is backed up by tradition, 
history and records, 


Adjourned Sine Die. 


The great and general court which met 
on the seventh day of January, closed its 
Jabors on Saturday morning last, at forty- 
five minutes past twelve, 

During the session there were over 2000 
bills introduced, about 1200 of which 
originated in the house and the balance in 
the senate, 

The hottest fight of the session was over 
the school tax bill, which finally passed 
both houses by a narrow margin, but the 
governor vetoed it. 

A bill in which the newspapers were 
interested, as well as the general public, 
was the act amending the libel law. As 
passed, the statute isacopy of the Eng- 
lish law on the same subject. It provides 
that malice must be proved, and thata 
retraction published two days after the 
person libeled has made complaint to the 
manager thereof shall estop proceedings. 
Jt is also provided that the plaintiff must 
give the newspaper notice of his intention 
to bring suit, This bill was passed by 
both houses and signed by the governor. 

The law can now be given a fair trial, 
and if it works as its enemies predict, 
none will be more ready than the news 
paper men to have it repealed. The honor- 
able men will rarely, if ever, suffer under 
it; and it is hoped that it will not afford 
any new loophole by which the guilty can 
escape. There are instances where no 
punishment is too severe for the damage 
done by false publications, but such cases 
are rare, and should be met by a term in 
jiil rather than by monetary damages, 
for that is placing a financial value on 
character.

Last Seventeenth of June the Adams 
Chapter erected an enduring monument on 
Penn’s hill to the memory of Abigai

Quincy Adams. This year the Seventeenth 
was passed quietly, the only observance 
being the decoration of the John Ad ms 
houre and opening it to the public, some 
of the Daughters being present to receive 
the guests. 

There was a steady stream of visitors all 
day, and we were pleased to see so many 
school children among the number, and to 
see tbe interest shown in the room in which 
John Adams was born. 

The Johu Quincy Adams Birthplace, 

The birthplace of John Quincy Adams, 
which has been restored to its former 
condition under the direction of W. G. 
Spear, curator of the Quincy Historical 
society, was opened for the first time to 
the inspection of the members of the 
society on Wednesday, during which time 
the cottage was visited by a large number 
of the members who inspected and admired 
the many articles of an historic nature 
which had been tastefully arranged. 

Thursday the cottage was thrown open 
for public inspection from 9 o'clock A. M., 
to 5 o'clock Pp. M. and although the general 
public was charged an admission there 
were a large number of callers, many of 
whom came from out of town. There was 
a constant stream of visitors throughout 
the day and Curator Spear and an 
assistant were kept busy reciting the 
history of the numerous articles.

Complaints Dismissed. 


Another chapter in the depot carriage 
case was enacted at the District court 
Thursday morning when the complaint 
against James H.and A. W. Bisson and 
James E, Dano for loitering about the 
Quincy depot came up on continuance. 

When the case was called last week Mr. 
McAnarney, counsel for Messrs. Bissons 
and Dunn, obj -cted to the introduction of 
the paper filed with the city clerk of 
Quincy, certified to by the clerk of the 
Mansfield selectmeu, on the ground that 
that person was no! a legal officer and 
therefore this was not a legal record of the 
doings of the selectmen. 


Thursday morning when the case was} 


called Judge Humphrey dismissed the 
cowplaints, his decision, which is an im- 
portant one, being as follows: 

** A certified copy of the record of the 
appointment of Railroad Police is required 
to be filed with the clerk of each city and 
town in which they register: Firat, this 
requires a legal record of the appointment 
of such police; second, it also requires the 
existance of an officer authorized by law 
to certify such records. 

“Waving the first, that the Supreme 
Judicial court has repeatedly ruled that 
Selectmen are not required to keep records 
and therefore the minutes kept by them 
or by one of their number acting as clerk, 
do not have the force of records, a copy of 
such minutes, or records, cannot be certi 
fied by a number of the board of Select- 
men, chosen bythe board as its clerk, 
because such officer is unknown to the 
law, and has no certifying power. 

The clerk of a town can only certify 
the records made by a town clerk, either 
those made by himself or by a predecessor, 

“Com, vs. McGany, 135 Mass., 553.— 
The court held that ‘The law does not 
require Sclectmen of towns to keep records 
of their proceedings and does not provide 
for appointment of a clerk, who shall be 
sworn as a clerk’ He does not keepa 
record required by law and does not act 
under the sanction of an oath of office as 
clerk, 

“Phillips vs. Marblehead 148 Mass, 
326—Selectmen have no clerk and their 
doings can only be certified by their own 
signatures.”’ 

In conclusion Judge Humpbrey said that 
the Legislature had passed a law covering 
this matter, giving the Selectmen power to 
appoint a clerk and that the same would 
go into effect this month.

He was also a Repubiican presidential 
elector from Massachusetts in 1802. He 
was for several years the chairman of the 
Weymouth town committee. He was in 
the legislature of 1877, 1878, 1880, and 
1887. In 1883 he was elected to the state 
senate, and in 1886 was again returned to 
the house, He was on the staff of Gover- 
nor Greenhalge in 1894 and 1895, and 
elected in 1896 and again in IS¥7 as a 
member of Governor Wolcott's council.

Mexico, which is sold much cheaper. 
At the market numerous purchases were 
made of the handy work of the natives.

To the Editor of the Patriot: 
The efforts of a few Brockion people in

Tue Crry should hesitate before it offers 
for sale at a sacrifice the old High school 
and the old engine house on School street. 
The former is likely to be needed for 
school purposes soon, possibly for a kiader- 
garten. 


Tue City Councir can do nothing this 
year to affect the taxes of 1897, as the ap- 
propriation order has passed, but this 
Council can keep down the tax rate of 1898 
by the proper placing of new loans, It is 
pleasing to note that the Committee on 
Finance of the Council has given some 
thought to the suggestion of the LEDGER, 
te consolidate smal! loans and then spread 
the payment over ten years rather than 
make all mature in one year. The Council 
of 1896 is responsible for the large tax rate 
of this year, because it increased so largely 
the debt maturing this year. This City 
Council need not increase materially the 
burdens of 1898 if it adop's the new policy 
now contemplated. Other cities, notably 
Boston, consolidate several items into one 
joan bill, and it can be done in Quincy. 
Such a course would not be necessary bad 
the loans been prop*rly placed when 
authorized, but under the circumstances 
the new policy is necessary to relieve tbe 
burden which now oppresses the city. Oar 
municipal debt is not large and should not 
be burdensome, but to pay off over 21 per 
cent. in one year increases the tax rate 
$3.50 on a thousand. 


Iy WAS surprising to note in the City 
Council this week that a Councilman 
from Atlantic should oppose better railroad 
service for Quincy. There is altogether 
too much district work by the Council, and 
not enough for the city asa whole. The 
Quincy station accommodates many more 
people than those living in Ward One. 
People from all parts of the city take the 
train at Quincy, because many of them 
have business at Quincy first. Quiacy isa 
street railway centre for seven routes, and 
is entitled to better service on the N. Y., 
N.H & H.R. RK. It now has only about 
sixty per cent. of the trains it bad a few 
years ago and it is not surprising that there 
is a remonstrance when some of the popnu- 
lar trains are removed. 

Another surprise was that Ward Ooe 
Councilmen should have permitted a 
Councilman from West Quincy to take the 
initiative. But, upon investigation there 
is another reacon why the 12 M, train 
should be restored. It was a mail train, 
and Councilman Cain offercd the motion 
at the suggestion of Postmas'er Burke, 
who has an eye to giviog Quincy the best 
uiail service, 


The Friday Club. 


The Friday club bas had many pleas- 
aut and instructive afternoons but none 
more appreciated than the one on Satur- 
day afternoon when Mre, Walter T. 
Babcock entertained the club and a few 
friends at her home on Presidents’ bill. 

Miss Aooa 8, Thompson, a valued 
instructor at Thayer Academy, bad been 
invited to meet the lidies and to talk to 
them “The decay of the American 
people.” Following the talk the ladies 
were invited to ask questions and to dis-

cuss the subject thoroughly. 

The discussion was most interesting and 
deep, wandering somewhat for a time from 
the subject. Miss Thompson thonght the 
American people were not a nation of 
thinkers ; that we should think more. 
We believe many of the ladies present 
Saturday afternoon have done considerable 
thinking since, and will have something to 
think over for many days to come, the 
discussion opening up many avenues for 
future thought. 

The idea of true friendship as defined by 
Miss Thompson met with thorough appre- 
ciation. She thought we were not honest, 
were too superficial. The basis of true 
friendship is honesty and loyality. 

Miss Thompson believed God was iofi- 
nite, therefore was both good and evil on 
the same principal ; that to be good one 
must know evil ; to be well one must know 
what illness is. This idea brought out an 
animated talk, many disagreeing with Miss 
Thompson, 

To come back to the subject, ‘* The 
Decay of the American people,”’ the ladies 
agreed with Miss Thompson that the 
Americans are not equal to their Puritan 
ancestors, they were not so honest in their 
convictions; were not such deep thinkers; 
and were as a rule, rather superficial, all on 
the surface without great depth of mind. 

It is almost impossible in a brief sketch 
of the meeting to convey Miss Thompson's 
meaning to those who were pot present. 
All who listened to her are surely the 
better for meeting her, and it is the 
earnest desire that she may be induced to 
come to Quincy again soon. 


Young Men’s Christian Asso. 


Tom Greenough and George Maver com- 
peted at the Y. M. C. A. games at Spring- 
field Saturday. Greenough finished third 
in both the 100 yard and 440 yard runs, 
being within a foot of the winner of the 
100 yard, whose time was 102-5 seconds. 
Maver was running well in the mile rup 
when he sprained his ankle; he got fourth 
place in the shot put, losing third by 2 
feet, his put being 38 feet 9 inches.

Aftera hymn came the address of the 
evening by Rev. Edwin Noah Hardy, the 
pastor of the church. He said at the out- 
set he did not consider it necessary to 
extend a. welcome, for the doors of this 
church were always open. His subject 
was ‘ Fraternity.’’ He said that the most 
dreaded punishment was solitary confine- 
ment, as man was a social being. When 
one seeks a solitary life he become a Rip 
Van Winkle. The human heart responds 
best where there is the warm clasp of the 
band. He who loses fraternity loses man- 
bood. The best definition of fraternity is 
not found in Webster, but in the word of 
God is the fullest and most complete 
definition. It is found io the Golden Rale; 
in the royal law also—‘' Thou shall love 
thy neighbor as thyself;’’ and our great 
teacher has another: “ Love one another 
as I have loved you.”’ 

Our ideal is Christ. He is the recog- 
nized leader. There can be no fraternity 
in the commercial idea. Fraternity can 
not be selfish. Selfishness is the worst thing 
that can come upon us, Lu fraternity there 
seems to be a paradox, something against 
self preservation, It is natural all should 
strive to make the most of oneself. But 
we soon discover that a brother is striving 
for the same goal. Shall we help the 
brother when we are striving to excel 
him ? Fraternity and self culture meet 
bere. We are willing to do most anytbing 
for liberty, but with it we enter the 
bondaze of fraternity. 

There is no fraternal love unless a 
person is regenerated. Society is made 
out of that kind of material. The pro- 
gress is along two lines: development of 
individual and of organization. There is 
no fraternity unless based on a true man. 
We have reached the era of combination, 
All feel the need of fraternity. 

Mr. Hardy made an appeal for Christian 
fraternity. The work of Odd Fellowship is 
in accord with the work of the church, 
OJd Fellowship however is among a select 
few; the church among all conditions. If 
you have the fraternal spirit the church 
ought to count on your cooperation. Some 
of your members are connected with the 
churches, but why not all? With 
fraternity you should be foremost workers 
in tbe church. Cooperation was often 
asked in vain, but this meeting tonight 
was along the right line. Tet us recognize 
the source from which fraternity comes. 
Work together and reorganize society.

We speak of the United 
States navy and our militia, but in Eng- 
land itis her majeaty’s navy, etc. Here 
we are citizens; in Englard the queen’s 
subjects." Our militia, our jury and our 
legislators are from the people, and it is 
our fault if we get poor service in any de- 
partment. There should be no distinction 
between people and politicians. All men 
should be active politicians for the good of 
the country, Little reward was found in 
polite literature for some achievements, 
bat that did not matter. Human liberty 
was not obtained in this country until a 
great party arose and liberated the slaves. 
Our country is growing better and better. 
There never was atime when our respon- 
sibility was greater. The spoils system in 
government is being put down, and merit 
will be appreciated.

—The coinage of the mints of the Unitea 
States in the fiscal year which ends with 
this month will bein round numbers 100 
million dollars, which is a greater sum 
than in any year in the bistory of the 
country except the year 1881. Three- 
fourths of the amount thus coined is gold. 
The remainder is silver, subsidiary and 
minor coins. The coinage of the calendar 
year 1896 was in round numbers 99 
million dollars. Mr. Bryan, it will be 
remembered, in his speeches last fall tri- 
umphantly quoted Senator Sherman to the 
effect that 42 million dollars was necessary 
to be added to the currency of the country 
each year to keep pace with the growth of 
the popnuiation and business and assumed 
that since the repeal of the Sherman law 
there was nothing on the statute books to 
provide this addition to the currency. 
These official figures show that in the 
calendar year of 1896 and the fiscal year of 
187 the addition to our currency by coin- 
age of gold and silver at our own mints has 
been two and a half times as mach as thus 
indicated.

S» 
the new ice was putin on top of the old 
without disturbing it. The roof of this 
structure showed the biue sky in many 
places; it had no lining, and only a rickety 
door, The ice was cubed up one foot from 
the wall all round and the space filled 
solidly with sawdast,

STRAWBERRY CHARLOTTE. Line a 
mould with lady’s fingers cover the bottom 
with a layer of jelly of some bright color.
